PRIME  Minister  Yitzhak  Ra- 
bin has  asked  the  United 
States  to  warn  Syria  that  Israel 
will  strike  again-  if  Damascus 
does  not  Stop  Hizbullah  from 
firing  Katyusha  rockets  at  the 
Galilee. 

Hizbullah  retaliated  yester- 
day for  a pre-dawn  IAF  raid  on 
one  of  its  training  bases  deep 
in  Lebanon  by  firing  Katyu- 
shas into  parts  of  Galilee. 

More  than  45  Hizbullah  activ- 
ists were  reported  killed  aud 
scores  more  wounded  in  the  air 
strike,  which  was  one  of  the  big- 
gest blows  ever  inflicted  on  the 
organization  in  a single  operation. 

The  prime  minister  said  the  Ka- 
tyusha attack  was  a violation  of 
the  US-brokered  agreement  be- 
tween Jerusalem  and  Damascus 
that  brought  an  end  to  last  sum- 
mer's Operation  Accountability, 
bat  suggested  that  Israel's  air 
strike  against  Hizbullah  was  not  a 
violation  since  it  bombed  a train- 
ing base. 

“They  broke  the  understand- 
ings,” Rabin  told  Channel  I last 
night.  “If  this  continues,  we  can- 
not but  react.” 

•The  prime  minister  met  with  US 
Ambassador  Edward  Djerejian 
yesterday  afternoon,  asking  him 
to  convey  Israel’s  position  to  Da- 
mascus. 

“It  is  preferable  that  they  [the 
US]  should  work  this  out  with  the 
Syrians.

Further  salvos  were  fired  late 
last  night,  with  several  rockets  ex- 
ploding in  another  part  of  the  Gal- 
ilee. There  were  no  casualties  in 
any  of  the  attacksraithough  some 
windows  of  homes  were  shattered 


in  one  case,  and  electricity  cables 
were  downed  in  another  attack. 

Reports  from  Lebanon  said 
more  than  30  rockets  were  fired 
from  north  of  the  security  zone, 
with  several  landing  inside  Israel 
and  the  remainder  exploding 
harmlessly  in  the  security  zone.

Treasury  to  supply  Clalit  with  NIS  30m. 
worth  of  medication,  equipment 


THE  Finance  Ministry  agreed  yesterday  to 
transfer  NIS  30  million  worth  of  vital  medica- 
tion and  equipment  to  Kupat  Holim  Clalit’s 
hospitals.  The  effort  was  initiated  by  Health 
Ministry  Director-General  Prof.  Mordechai 
Shani. 

Clalit  wOI  provide  Shani  with  a detailed  list 
of  all  the  medication  and  equipment  it  urgently 
needs  to  keep  its  15  hospitals  going  for  now. 
The  health  fund  will  receive  the  supplies  them- 
selves, rather  than  cash. 

Meanwhile,  the  new  health  minister,  Ephra- 
im Sneh,  spent  most  of  his  first  day  in  his  office 
yesterday  in  Tel  Aviv,  meeting  ministry  offi- 
cials and  discussing  Oalit's  severe  financial 
crisis.

Clalit  management  has  told  its  unions  that  it 
cannot  pay  wages  on  time  to  its  35 .000  employ- 
ees. The  onions,  except  tor  the  doctor's  union, 
threatened  to  start  a strike  soon  after  10  a.m. 
Sunday,  if  wages  are  not  paid  by  then. 

The  Israel  Medical  Association  has  declared 
a work  dispute  to  protest  a proposal  by  Finance 
Minister  Avraham  Shohat  to  put  Clalit  into 
temporary  receivership. 

Such  an  arrangement,  said  the  IMA  secre- 
tariat, will  harm  the  interests  of  Oalit  physi- 
cians and  their  wage  agreements. 

Meanwhile,  Justice  Minister  David  Liba'i 
told  Israel  Radio  that  appointing  a receiver 
for  Clalit  might  put  its  officials  at  risk 


for  a criminal  investigation. 

“Behavior  that,  without  the  receivership, 
wouldn't  have  been  a crime,  is  likely  to  be 
considered  a crime  because  [a  receiver  was 
appointed],"  he  explained. 

“The  reason  is  that ...  someone  who  did 
things  in  advance  of  [the  receivership]  - i.e.,  if 
he  was  aware  that  this  was  a possibility,  and  he 
tried  to  smuggle  away  property  - then  there 
could  be  criminal  involvement.” 

However,  he  stressed,  there  is  as  yet  no 
proof  of  criminal  wrongdoing. 

Liba'i  said  bis  objection  to  appointing  a re- 
ceiver now  was  the  need  for  the  Histadrut's 
cooperation  in  any  recovery  program. 

“Without  close  cooperation  from  the  Hista- 
drut  and  its  secretary-general  designate,  it  will 
be  very  difficult  for  a receiver  to  act,  because

THE  surgically  accurate,  meticu- 
lously executed  air  strike  against 
the  Hizbullah  training  camp  in  Ein 
Dardura  in  the  Bekaa  Valiev  in 
Lebanon  was  first  and  foremost  an 
intelligence  success  that  in  one  fell 
swoop  destroyed  a considerable 
chunk  of  Hizbullah’s  active  fight- 
ing force. 

Along  with  Ein  Dardara  and 
Hizbullah's  morale,  there  is  an- 
other inevitable  victim  of  the  at- 
tack. The  “understandings"  gov- 
erning the  terms  of  military 
engagement  in  south  Lebanon, 
reached  between  Israel.  Syria  and 
Hizbullah  after  Operation  Ac- 
countability last  July,  have  effec- 
tively been  rendered  null  and 
void,  regardless  of  Israels  techni- 
cally correct  contention  that  the 
Katyusha  attacks  are  a violation  of 
those  understandings. 

On  Israel's  part,  attacking  a mil- 
itary base  located  beyond  the  se- 
curity zone  in  south  Lebanon  does 
not  violate  the  understandings. 

However,  it  is  not  inconceivable 
that  Israel,  in  an  attempt  to  draw 
Syria  back  into  the  peace  talks, 
wanted  to  destabilize  the  under- 
standings by  exerting  pressure  on 
Syria,  which  controls  the  area,  and 
on  Hizbullah. 

It  is  equally  plausible  that  Israel 
and  Syria  formed  a tacit  under- 
standing that  a severe  blow  to  Hiz- 
bullah benefits  both,  despite  Syr- 
ia's ongoing  employment  of  the 
organization  as  its  proxy. 

Notwithstanding  the  quantita- 
tive and  qualitative  trouncing  Hiz- 
bullah has  suffered,  the  organiza- 
tion's ability  to  replenish  its 
manpower  reservoirs  has  been 
proven  in  the  past,  and  its  logisti- 
cal and  operational  resilience 
should  not  be  underestimated,  de- 
spite the  relative  political  and  mili- 
tary weakness  it  is  experiencing. 

The  militarily  successful  strike 
was  the  result  of  a convergence  of 
several  factors  that  determined 
the  timing  of  the  ■ attack.  Both 
Prime  Minister  and  Defense  Min- 
ister Yitzhak  Rabin  and  Chief  of 
General  Staff  Lt..-Gen.  Ehud  Ba- 
rak emphasized  that  it  was  “new 
intelligence  information”  and 
good  timing  that  ultimately  deter- 
mined the  decision  to  cany  out  the 
fierce  and  vengeful  attack. 

"Today  we  knew  they  would  be 
there,"  said  Rabin,  regarding  the 
timing  of  the  attack. 

It  is  possible  that  kidnapped 
Hizbullah  leader  Mustafa  Dirani 
either  provided  critical  data  or

For  residents  of  the  north, 
if  s deja  vu  all  over  again 


THE  blast  of  exploding  Katyushas  rocked 
parts  of  the  Western  Galilee  on  three  sepa- 
rate occasions  yesterday  afternoon,  giving 
residents  an  unwelcome  reminder  of  the  con- 
tinued existence  of  the  terrorist  threat  from 
Lebanon,  despite  the  understandings 
reached  at  the  end  of  Operation  Accountabil- 
ity last  summer. 

“I  was  returning  home  from  work  a short 
while  before  Operation  Accountability  when 
several  rockets  exploded  nearby.  It 

frightened  me,  and  this  latest  incident 
has  reawakened  those  unpleasant 
memories,”  said  Mazel  Levy,  a resident  of 
the  region. 

In  one  community  in  the  area,  a 75-year- 
old  bed-ridden  man  had  a lucky  escape  when 
a rocket  exploded  within  20  meters  of  bis

home.  “It's  not  the  first  time  Katyushas  have 
landed  round  here,  and  I was  expecting 
something  after  I heard  on  the  radio  about 
the  air  raid”  against  Hizbullah,  he  said. 

The  first  salvo  landed  in  the  region  around 
1 p.m.,  while  many  children  were  still  in 
school  or  at  kindergarten.  One  youngster, 
Aiuma  Venzberger,  said  that  after  the  first 
explosion,  ail  the  children  in  her  kindergar- 
ten went  into  the  bomb  shelter. 

She  said  she  had  been  frightened  but  there 
was  no  panic  among  the  youngsters,  who 
drew  pictures  until  it  was  time  for  them  to  go 
home. 

Hemda  said  she  she  had  been  walking  to 
work  when  she  heard  the  sound  of  three 


explosions  nearby.  “The  people  around  here 
have  gotten  used  to  this  and  nobody  is  realty 
scared,”  said  Hemda,  who  works  at  a guest 
house  in  the  area. 

“It  did  not  seem  to  affect  the  visitors  here, 
and  so  far  we  haven’t  had  any  cancellations.  I 
hope  it  won’t  come  to  that.”  she  said. 

Despite  the  early  closure  of  some  business 
places  in  parts  of  western  Galilee,  it  ap- 
peared to  be  business  as  usual  in  Nahariya. 

“Everything  is  normal.  We’ve  gotten  used 
to  these  circumstances,”  said  Shosh.  a resi- 
dent of  the  town,  who  is  married  with  three 
children. 

“I  hope  things  will  continue  as  normal  and 
that  we  will  be  able  to  sleep  in  our  own 
rooms,  but  if  we  are  instructed  to  stay  in  the 
shelters  we’ll  certainly  comply.”  she  added.

Cobra  attack  helicopters  fired  mis- 
siles and  machine  guns  at  a tent 
camp  used  as  an  Hizbullah  training 
base  in  Ein  Dardara,  near  Hizbul- 
lah's stronghold  In  Baalbek  in  the 
Syrian-controlled  Bekaa  Valley.

There  were  reports  that  Leba- 
nese army  and  Syrian  troops  fired 
anti-aircraft  guns  at  the  IAF  war- 
planes and  helicopters,  although 
there  was  no  independent  confir- 
mation of  this. 

According  to  the  Lebanese  re- 
ports, the  aircraft  came  in  from  the 
north,  although  it  was  not  clear 
bow  they  managed  to  evade  Syrian 
radar  in  the  area. 

Hizbullah  closed  off  the  area, 
but  later  broadcast  scenes  of  the 
rescue  operations  and  the  grisly 
outcome  of  the  air  strike  on  its 
own  television  station.  A state- 
ment issued  by  the  organization 
denounced  the  raid  as  a barbarous 
and  criminal  act  which  would  not 
stop  the  resistance. 

“Israel  is  a terrorist  state  - a 
germ  that  has  to  be  eradicated,” 
the  statement  said. 

“We  will  not  let  Israel  live 
among  us,”  declared  Hizbullah 
spiritual  leader  Sheikh  Moham- 
med Fadlallah,  while  secretary- 
general  Sheikh  Hassan  Nasraliah 
said  the  “blood  of  the  martyrs  will 
not  be  spilled  in  vain.” 

Lebanese  officials,  led  by  Presi- 
dent Elias  Harawi  and  Foreign 
Minister  Farez  Bouez  condemned 
the  attack  as  “an  act  of  naked  ag- 
gression against  Lebanese 
sovereignty.” 

The  Lebanese  government  later 
sent  a message  to  the  UN  calling 
for  an  urgent  meeting  of  the  Secu- 
rity Council  to  discuss  the  raid  and 
Dirard's  kidnapping.

We  have  a variety  of 
means  to  address  any 
contingency.”

At  the  meeting,  which  lasted 
just  over  an  hour,  Rabin  and  the 
top  echelon  of  the  IDF  put  for- 
ward the  idea  of  an  air  strike.

Lebanon  doubts

THE  Litani  Water  Authority, 
controlled  and  run  by  the  Leba- 
nese government,  yesterday  refut- 
ed a UN  report  that  Israel  has 
been  taking  large  volumes  of  wa- 
ter from  Lebanon  since  1978. 

The  An-Nahzr  daily  reported 
that  officials  of  the  water  authority 
had  been  unable  to  uncover  any 
evidence  of  water  being  diverted 
to  the  Israeli  border  from  the  Li- 
tani river. 

The  transfer  of  such  a large  vol- 
ume of  water  from  the  Litani,  as 
claimed  in  the  report,  would  re- 
quire a massive  overgnjund  pipe 
network  or  a huge  tunnel.  It 
would  be  impossible  to  construct 
such  large  projects  covertly  and 
keep  their  existence  secret,  the  of- 
ficials were  quoted  as  saying. 

Furthermore,  they  added  that 
powerful  pumping  equipment . 
would  be  required  to  transport 
such  large  quantities  of  water  and 
such  machinery  had  never  been 
seen  by  anyone. 

The  allegations  that  Israel  had 
been  taking  water  from  areas  of 
Lebanon  were  contained  in  a re- 
port of  the  UN  Economic  and  So- 
cial Commission  for  Western  Asia 
issued  this  week. 

The  reaction  of  the  Litani  Wa- 
ter Authority  to  the  report  has  not 

stopped  Lebanese  politicians  from 
calling  for  a lull  UN  inquiry  into 
the  allegations.

said  privately  that  Israel  would 
wait  to  follow  the  European 
Union's  lead.  However,  with  no 
movement  on  the  issue  coming 
from  Europe,  Jerusalem  has  de- 
cided to  continue  business  as 
usual,  one  Israeli  official 
admitted. 

One  American  Jewish  leader 
expressed  disappointment.  “As  a 
historic  victim  of  fascism,  I was 
hoping  that  Israel  would  do  more 
in  dealing  with  the  new  Italian 
government,”  he  said. 

However,  some  sources  rite  Is- 
rael’s envoy  in  Rome,  Avi  Pazner, 
as  lobbying  Jerusalem  not  to  do 
anything  to  anger  the  new  Italian 
government.

rusalem of  statements  by  leading 
Italian  officials  calling  fora  reeval- 
uation of  Rome's  Middle  East  pol- 
icy, favoring  closei  links  to  Israel. 

The  issue  of  how  to  deal  with 
the  new  Italian  government  may 
need  to  be  faced  as  soon  as  next 
month.  An  official  Israeli  delega- 
tion is  scheduled  to  sign  a protocol 
for  cultural  cooperation  in  Rome, 
but  the  Italian  signatory  is  expect- 
ed to  be  Culture  Minister  Domen- 
ico Fischella,  a member  of  the  Na- 
tional Alliance. 

A formal  review  of  Israel's  poli- 
cy is  expected  to  be  held  next 
week,  led  by  Foreign  Minister  Shi- 
mon Peres.  Officials  say,  howev- 
er, they  seriously  doubt  any  dra- 
matic symbolic  a a or  new  policy 
towards  Italy  is  in  the  offing.

PEACE  Now  representatives  in 
the  US  are  feeling  out  Congressio- 
nal leaders  about  the  possibility  of 
using  some  of  the  S 10  billion  in' US 
loan  guarantees  to  compensate 
settlers  who  want  to  move  inside 
the  Green  Line. 

Linda  Heller  Kamm,  co-chair- 
man of  Americans  for  Peace  Now. 
said  yesterday  that  US  Rep.  Lee 
Hamilton,  chairman  of  the  House 
foreign  affairs  committee,  asked 
the  State  Department  for  a ruling 
on  the  matter  at  a recent  Congres^ 
sional  hearing,  and  is  awaiting  a 
response. 

“My  feeling  is  that  if  there  is  a 
formal  request  about  this  matter 
from  the  Israeli  government,  it 
would  be  favorably  received.” 
Kamm  said.  She  added,  howev- 
er, that  without  a request  from 
Jerusalem,  Congress  is  unlikelv 
to  act. 

Kamm  was  one  of  about  30 
members  of  a visiting  AFPN  dele- 
gation that  met  yesterday  with  six 
people  from  different  settlements 
who  said  they  want  compensation 
to  leave  their  homes. 

Peace  Now  head  Tzali  Reshef 
told  the  group  that  50  percent  of 
the  residents  of  the  settlements 
would  be  willing  to  move  within

the  Green  Line  if  offered  compen- 
sation. He  said  resettling  the  set- 
tlers, who  number  about  140.000, 
would  cost  about  S2  billion. 

According  to  Peace  Now 
spokeswoman  Vered  Livne.  vari- 
ous MKs  have  compiled  a list  of 
some  2.000  families  who  have  ex- 
pressed a willingness  to  leave  their 
settlements. 

“Many  more  are  afraid  to  come 
forward  now  because  they  fear  the 
reaction  of  their  neighbors,  and 
others  want  to  hold  out  now.  in 
hopes  of  getting  more  compensa- 
tion later,”  she  said. 

Etti  Ezov,  from  Kiryai  Arba. 
told  the  group  that  life  in  her  set- 
tlement has  become  unbearable 
since  the  massacre  at  the  Mach- 
pela  Cave  in  Hebron. 

“It  used  to  be  that  if  our  bus  was 
hit  by  stones  we  would  be  con- 
cerned.

A KIRYAT  Arba  resident  was  hit  in  the  head  late  yesterday 
afternoon  by  a rock  hurled  at  his  car  at  the  Zechuchit  junction 
near  his  settlement.  He  was  rushed  to  Hadassab  University  Hos- 
pital in  Ein  Kerem,  where  he  was  listed  in  serious  condition. 

The  man,  a new  immigrant  from  the  former  Soviet  Union,  has 
been  living  in  Kiryat  Arba  for  about  four  months.  The  car  he  was 
driving  was  new.  and  he  had  not  yet  installed  any  window  protec- 
tion to  deflect  rocks.  The  rock  smashed  through  the  window  and 
hit  him  in  the  head. 

Yehoshua  Shani,  head  of  the  Kiryat  Arba  Action  Committee, 
said  that  in  the  last  few  days  there  has  been  a substantial  increase 
in  the  number  of  rock-throwing  incidents  on  the  Kiryat  Arba- 
Jerusalem  road  near  the  settlement,  both  at  the  Zechuchit  junc- 
tion and  in  Haihoul. 

After  the  incident,  which  took  place  at  about  5:30.  a number  of 
Jews  stoned  Arab  cars  driving  near  Kiryat  Arba.

Lawyer  wants 
data  on 

Dimona  reactor 
cancer  victims

A LAWYER  representing  work- 
ers at  the  Negev  Nuclear  Research 
Center  has  asked  Environment 
Minister  Yossi  Sand  to  show*  him  a 
copy  of  the  Tcport  on  employees' 
oncer  rates  he  quoted  in  the 
Knesset  on  Wednesday. 

According  to  Sand,  the  report 
shows  the  number  of  cancer  victims 
at  the  NNRC  in  Dhnona  at  20  per- 
cent less  than  the  national  average. 

“For  three  years.  I have  been 
demanding  to  see  reports  of  this 
type  and  1 have  always  been  told 
none  was  available,”  said  Jerusa- 
lem lawyer  Richard  Laster. 

Laster,  who  represents  the 
workers’  union,  is  currently  suing 
the  Atomic  Energy  Commission 
on  behalf  of  some  20  clients  for 
death  or  ill-health  due  to  work 
conditions.  “None  of  my  clients  is 
aware  of  the  study,”  he  added. 

Sand  said  the  NNRC  commis- 
sioned an  independent  survey  in 
light  of  allegations  that  a dispro- 
portionate number  of  employees 
had  developed  cancer  because  of 
the  nature  of  the  facility. 

The  survey  showed  no  signifi- 
cant difference  in  the  frequency  or 
type  of  cancer  developed  by  re- 
search center  employees  and  the 
general  population,  and  no  higher 
frequency  among  workers  em- 
ployed in  departments  working 
more  closely  with  radiation  than  in 
the  administrative  staff.

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The  raid’s  message 


IT  would  be  a mistake  to  look  for  complex, 
hidden  reasons  for  yesterday's  air  force 
attack  on  a Hizbullah  training  base  in  the 
Bekaa  valley.  The  government's  explanation 
should  be  taken  at  face  value.  When  the  secu- 
rity services  received  information  about  Irani- 
an “Revolutionary  Guards”  and  their  trainees 
camping  in  the  eastern  part  of  the  Bekaa 
valley,  helicopter  gunships  were  sent  to  de- 
stroy the  camp. 

The  raid  was  the  17th  attack  on  terror  bases 
in  Lebanon  this  year,  a routine  operation 
made  exceptional  only  by  the  large  number  of 
casualties.  It  was  in  line  with  the  government's 
.policy  on  terrorism  - to  press  the  war  against 
terror  groups  “as  if  there  is  no  peace  process” 
- for  which  it  has  the  support  of  the  vast 
majority  of  Israelis. 

If  there  is  anything  truly  outstanding  about 
the  attack,  it  is  the  intelligence  achievement  it 
represents.  The  training  camp  is  100km.  from 
Israel's  northern  border  and  5km.  from  the 
Syrian  border,  yet  the  helicopter  gunships 
targeted  it  with  pinpoint  accuracy  in  the  mid- 
dle of  the  night. 

It  was  the  third  spectacular  accomplishment 
of  the  intelligence  services  in  less  than  two 
weeks.  On  May  21,  in  a similar  penetration, 
into  Lebanon,  special  army  units  apprehend- 
ed Hizbullah  officer  Mustafa  Diram  in  a fault- 
less operation.  (Israel's  intelligence  informa- 
tion was  ^obviously  so  complete  that  the 
Hizbullah  issued  a leaflet  accusing  the  Leba- 
nese army  and  police  of  collaboration  with  the 
Israeli  enemy.)  This  was  followed  on  Tuesday 
of  this  week  with  the  stalking  and  killing  of 


one  of  the  country's  most  wanted  Hamas  gun- 
men  after  a long  manhunt. 

The  message  of  such  actions  is  abundantly 
clear.  Participants  in  terrorist  activities 
against  Israel  have  been  reminded  that  no 
place  is  safe  from  Israeli  punishment.  Those 
who  have  been  nurturing  the  notion  that  the  - 
Israeli  security  forces  have  grown  soft  have 
been  prompted  to  thoroughly  reassess  their 
views.  And  Syria  has  been  warned  that  spon- 
soring and  encouraging  the  Hizbullah  may 
prove  unprofitable. 

Indeed,  Hizbullah  activities  are  a daily  re- 
minder that  the  conventional  bit  of  wisdom 
which  portrays  Syrian  dictator  Hafez  Assad  as 
a man  of  his  word  is  nothing  but  a myth.  As 
Deputy  Defense  Minister  Mordechai  Gur  re- 
minded radio  listeners  yesterday,  not  a day 
passes  without  shelling,  ambushing,  sniping  or 
raiding  by  Hizbullah  guerrillas  against  Israeli 
and  South  Lebanon  Army  targets. 

To  suggest  that  these  activities,  wholly  con- 
trolled by  Syria,  are  compatible  with  the 
peace  process  is  to  mock  the  meaning  and 
purpose  of  the  talks.  Even  the  narrow  agree- 
ment to  stop  shelling  Israeli  towns,  reached 
.with  Syria  after  Operation  Accountability  last 
July,  was  violated  yesterday  when  the  Hizbul- 
lah fired  Katyusha  rockets  at  western  Galilee. 

What  makes  a peace  agreement  with  Syria 
seem  remote  is  the  not-unreaso  liable  Israeli 
suspicion  that  Syria  is  not  at  all  interested  in 
peace,  but  in  retrieving  territories  it  lost  in 
wars  of  aggression.  The  continued  activation 
of  the  Hizbullah  by  Damascus  is  hardly  de- 
signed to  allay  this  suspicion. 


The  bogus  scare 


MANY  were  undoubtedly  startled  by 
Environment  Minister  Yossi  Sand's 
announcement  on  Wednesday  that 
the  number  of  cancer  victims  among  nuclear 
reactor  workers  is  smaller  than  in  the  general 
population.  This  is  not  news  to  anyone  famil- 
iar with  energy-production  statistics.  Nuclear- 
power  is  a-safer  source  of  energy  than  virtually’ 
any  other,  and  far  safer  than  oil  and  'coal.  As 
Professor  Bernard  L.  Cohen  of  th’e' University 
of  Pittsburgh  once  put  it,  the  risk  to  life  from 
nuclear  power  is  equal  to  that  of  an  over- 
weight person  eating  one  extra  slice  of  but- 
tered bread  every  10  years. 

Unfortunately,  the  media  have  found  in 
nuclear  energy  a perfect  vehicle  for  scare- 
mongering.  Not  long  ago,  a program  pro- 
duced by  Israel  Television  used  despicable 
demagogic  techniques  to  tout  the  notion 
working  at  the  Negev  Nuclear  Research  Cen- 
ter caused  cancer.  Like  similar  tendentious 
programs  in  the  US  and  Europe,  it  used  the 
accident  at  Chernobyl  - caused  by  the  crimi- 
nal negligence  of  a criminal  regime  - to  imply 
all  reactors  are  equally  dangerous.  The  obvi- 


ous purpose  of  the  program  was  not  only  to 
scare  viewers  but  to  undermine  efforts,  to 
build  energy-producing  nuclear  reactors  here. 

A similar  campaign,  regrettably  all  too  suc- 
cessful, was  launched  against  the  proposed 
Voice  of  America  station  in  the  Negev.  Hor- 
ror stories  about  adverse  effects  on  die  health 
•of  humans  and  birds,' just  as  baseless  as  the 
tales  of  canter-producing  nuclear  reactors, 
‘ were  spread  by  the  Society  for  the  Preserva- 
tion of  Nature.  To  Israel's  irretrievable  loss, 
they  managed  to  persuade  the  government  to 
withdraw  from  a signed  agreement  to  build 
the  station. 

Sarid  deserves  praise  for  releasing  the  find- 
ings with  fanfare.  People  of  his  political  per- 
suasion are  often  too  sympathetic  to  the  mind- 
less environmentalism  represented  by 
“Green”  parties  to  relish  such  statistics.  Now 
it  can  only  be  hoped  that  the  findings  will 
discredit  all  those  who  fight  technological  pro- 
gress to  the  detriment  of  Israel’s  future. 
Whether  the  peace  millennium  is  around  the 
corner  or  not,  Israel  cannot  afford  to  be  ran 
by  Luddites.

This  week,  attention  naturally 
focused  on  the  crisis  in  the  Pfista- 
drofs  Kupat  Ho  lira  health  ser- 
vices. Premature  babies  in  Afula 
Hospital  and  patients  at  Eilat's  Jo- 
sephthaJ  Hospital,  were  reported 
to  be  the  first  victims  of  a critical 
depletion  of  drugs  and  medical 
supplies  in  Kupat  Holim  hospitals. 

Even  in  a best-case  scenario, 
the  crisis  is  certain  to  spread  to 
additional  areas  before  it  is  finally 
brought  under  control  by  a new 
leadership  in  the  Histadrut  and 
the  Health  Ministry.  But  one  thing 
is  essential:  the  current  crisis  in 
Kupat  Holim  and  the  impending 
crises  in  the  Histadrut  must  be 
kept  separate  from  the  needs  of 
the  political  parties. 

Officially,  the  enormity  and  ur- 
gency of  Kupat  Holim’k  debt  situ- 
ation was  revealed  only  last  week, 
with  the  announced  resignation  of 
its  managing  director.  The  truth 
is,  of  course,  that  Kupat  Holim 
heads,  the  Histadrut  parent  body, 
tile  Health  Ministry  and  govern- 
ment leaders  from  the  prime  min- 
ister and  finance  minister  down 
were  all  frilly  aware  of  the  dimen- 
sions of  the  crisis  months  ago. 

They  chose  to  ignore  it,  to  try 
and  keep  it  under  wraps  so  as  not 
to  undermine  the  electoral 
chances  of  Haim  Haberfeld  and 
his  Labor  Party  Old  Guard  in  the. 
Histadrut  elections.  The  result  is 
that  tile  health  care  of  over  70 . 
percent  of  the  population  is  now 
under  threat. 

There  can  hardly  be  a Histadrut 
member  unaware  that  his  national 
and  union  leaders  all  knew  about 
the  crisis,  but  chose  to  gamble 
with  people’s  health  rather  than 
risk  losing  political  power. 

Those  politicians  lost  their  gam- 
ble when  Haim  Ramon  and  his 
hastily  cobbled  together  list  tore 
the  Histadrut  out  of  Labor’s 
hands.  *

much.  He  simply  lost  his  nerve, 
misreading  the  mind  of  a new  Is- 
raeli generation  woefully. 

Rabin  is  now  finally  confronting 
Haberfeld,  demanding  that  he 
hand  over  the  Histadrut  to  Ramon 
as  speedily  as  possible.  And  he 
proved  unusually  adroit  in  naming 
Ephraim  Sneh  as  bis  new  health 
minister. 

Both  are  welcome  steps  - but 
they  are  far  from  enough  to  undo 
Rabin's  original  failure  of 
leadership. 

The  crisis  in  Kupat  Holim,  seri- 
ous as  it  is,  may  prove  easier  to 
resolve  than  preserving  the  Hista- 
drut  as  a viable  and  effective  trade 
onion,  and  developing  new  rules 
of  the  game  for  IsraeTs  political 
parties  now  that  the  Histadrut  has 
dried  up  as  a major  source  of  their 
funding. 

It  is  still  unclear  when  the  health 
reform  bill  will  pass  into  law,  and 
in  what  form.  There  is  now  a 
broad  consensus  on  the  need  to 
separate  Kupat  Holim  dues  from 
Histadrut  dues. 

But  MKs  from  a broad  spec- 
trum of  parties  are  holding  up  ap- 
proval of  the  bill  because  they  are 
horrified  at  the  prospect  that 
breaking  the  Histadrut-Kupat  Ho- 


bers  of  those  parties  - the  Nation- 
al Religious  Party,  Agudat  Yis- 
rael,  Poalei  Aguda,  and  Shas  - 
sgnificant  reductions  in  Kupat 
Holim  fees.  The  parties' were  also 
permitted  to  hold  onto  25  percent 
of  the  health  service  dues  they  col- 
lected. If  those  sources  dry  up,  tLe 
parties  will  find  themselves  in  seri- 
ous financial  trouble. 

Besides  which,  many  of  their 
members  may  decide  to  give  up . 
their  party  membership  once  it  no 
longer  assures  them  cut-rate 
health  service.  It  mil  be  interest- 
ing to  see  how  Haim  Ramon  deals 
with  Shas,  which  is  an  integral  part 
of  his  . Ram  Histadrut  coalition. 

. .One  serious  problem  will  be 
guaranteeing  the  viability  of  the 
Histadrut  as  an  effective  trade 
union  fighting  for  tile  rights  of  its 
members,  while  standing  up 
against  any  descent  into  worker- 
eat-worker  and  union -eat- uni  on 
anarchy  on  the  labor  scene. 

Now  that  the  dues  employees 
have  had  withheld  from  their  sala- 
ries for  health  insurance  and  their 
employers'  matching  funds  will  no 
longer  be  used  to  finance  the  His- 
tadrut, the  labor  federation  will 
have  to  support  itself.  The  Knes- 
set should  resist  adopting  any  leg- 


islation which  will  force  workers  „ 
to  contribute  to  funding  the  Hista- \ 
drat. 

Given  the  parlous  state  of  the,. 
His  tad  rut's  public  image,  it  is  ' . 
doubtful  whether  many  members 
will  be  willing  to  pay  additional  ‘ 
dues.  This  could  prove  catastroph-  .

THE  best  recent  close-up  of 
Shimon  Peres  was  the  night 
of  Ramon's  Histadrut  elec- 
tion sweep. 

It  showed  a grim,  depressed, 
absorbed  foreign  minister,  oblivi- 
ous to  the  surrounding  tumult, 
contemplating  die  accumulating, 
evidence  of  Labor’s  defeat  at  the 
polls.  His  demeanor  contrasted 
with  Rabin's  matter-of-fact  on- 
emotional  reaction. 

Even  more  significant  was  the 
contrast  between  Peres’s  mood 
and  that  of  liberal-minded,  dovish 
young  Labor  MKs  such  as  Yossi 
Beilin,  Avram  Burg,  and  Haggai 
Merom,  often  referred  to  as  the 
coming  generation  in  Labor’s 
Peres  camp. 

Oeariy  Peres  was  out  of  step. 
Years  earlier,  be  bad  foiled  in  his 
own  attempt  to  create  as  indepen- 
dent breakaway  party,  the  short- 
lived Rafi  list,  headed  by  the  most 
charismatic  political  personality  in 
Israel's  history,  the  first  prime 
minister.  David  Ben-Gurion.  A 
major  conclusion  from  the  Rafi 
escapade,  a chastened  Peres  con- 
fided afterwards  to  close  asso- 
ciates, was  that  a party  in  the  labor 
camp  could  not  succeed  without  a 
party-controlled  economic  base. 

The  lack  of  consensus  between 
Peres  and  the  so-called  Peres 
camp  is  not  limited  to  organiza- 
tional questions. 

Peres  has  always  opposed  popu- 
lism, which  he  associates,  first  and 
foremost,  with  the  dark  side  of 
Meoachem  Begin.  He  opposed  di- 
rect election  of  the  prime  minister 
and  thought  scandalous  the  Ra- 
mon-sponsored addition  of  “un- 
der Rabin’s  leadership”  to  the  La- 
bor party  designation  on  the  ballot 
in  the  last  Knesset  elections. 

Not  even  Ben-Gurion,  he  re- 
marked, latched  bis  name  onto  the 
official  party  tide.  He  Is'  unenthu- 
siasfic  about  primaries,  the  inno- 
vation pioneered  by  Haggai  Me- 
rom  and  other  Peres  camp- 
followers. 

True,  Peres,  as  faction  leader, 
insists  on  the  appointment  of 
Yossi  Beilin  as  a minister,  to 
maintain  factional  strength  in  tire 
government  This  is  simply  an  ex- 
ample of  the  present  intra-party 
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personal  politics  without  personal- 
ities, built  on  the  remains  of  a 
system  of  ideological  politics  with- 
out ideologies. 

Under  current  conditions,  the 
only  common  denominator  in  the 
so-called  Peres  camp  is  opposition 
to  the  leadership  of  Yitzhak  Ra- 
bin. 


renewed  Jordanian  option,  the  in- 
clusion of  Jericho  in  the  area  of 
Palestinian  self-rule  takes  on  new 
meaning.

THE  GAP  between  Peres  and  the 
Peres  camp  in  matters  of  security 
and  the  peace  process  may  be 
much  greater  than  is  generally  sus- 
pected. 

Peres  has  made  no  secret  of  his 
preference  for  a deal  with  Jordan, 
an  opportunity  that  was  scuttled 
by  then  prime  minister  Shamir  in 
the  national  unity  government  in 
.which  Peres  served  as  foreign  min- 
ister. He  long  opposed  any  con- 
tacts with  the  FLO,  declaring  that 
negotiations  with  the  Palestinians 
would  inevitably  lead  to  an  inde- 
pendent Palestinian  state,  to 
which  he  was  unalterably  op- 
posed. 

It  is  unlikely  that  Peres  has 
abandoned  these  fundamental  po- 
sitions. Assuming  that  he  still 
holds  to  what  have  been  cardinal 
beliefs  for  him  over  the  years  since 
the  1967  war,  the  Oslo  agreement 
could  be  viewed  as  the  inevitable 
consequence  of  Shamir’s  success 
in  sabotaging  the  Peres  opening  to 
Jordan,  an  opening  which  culmi- 
nated in  the  agreements  Peres 
reached  in  the  London  negotia- 
tions with  King  Hussein. 

Under  the  circumstances,  a turn 
to  the  PLO  had  as  its  prime  objec- 
tive the  avoidance  of  the  danger  of 
immobility.  Its  major  conse- 
quence could  be  the  opening  of 
otber  options,  in  particular,  toe 
reopening  of  toe  possibility  of  a 
settlement,  with  Jordan,

According  to  toe  proposal,  Is- 
rael would  withdraw  its  forces 
from  Jericho  and  toe  Nablus 
area,  while  retaining  military 
control  pver  the  West  Bank  as  a 
whole.  At  toe  same  time,  Jordan 
would  assume  administrative  re- 
sponsibility for  toe  Arab  civilian 
population.  . 

William  B.  Quandt,  Henry 
Kissinger’s  senior  Middle  East 
adviser,  has  explained  that  Hus- 
sein rejected  toe  proposal  be- 
cause he  feared  being  accused  of 
a sellout. 


“Above  all,’’  Quandt  de- 
clared, “he  could  not  accede  to 
the  Israeli  position  of  administer- 
ing the  populated  areas  of  tbe 
West  Bank  while  Israel  retained 
military  control  of  the  area.” 

This,  of  course,  is  more  or  less 
toe  deal  that  Arafat  has  accept- 
ed. The  curse  is  off.  What  was 
unacceptable  as  post-Yoni  Kip- 
pur War  “administrative  disen- 
gagement” could  be  .a  possible 
interim  settlement  today. 

Tbe  possibility  would  increase 
to  the  degree  that  toe  PLO  entity 
becomes  a destabilizing  influ- 
ence in  Jordan.  Palestinian  rule 
in  Jericho  is  a tangible  threat. 
For  the  time  being,  toe  Jordani- 
ans have  raised  alarms  about  toe 
economic  consequences  of  Pales- 
tinian autonomy.  For  toe  politi- 
cal consequences,  tbe  Jordanians 
will  have  to  seek  political  an- 
swers. 

: One  answer,  of  course,  would 
be  to  put  an  end  to  toe  deal  be- 
tween the  PLO  and  Israel.  Hus- 
sein may  accept  Arafat’s  repeat- 
ed declarations  that  tbe 
agreement  is  only  temporary.  As 
toe  descendant  of  the  Prophet, 
Hussein  should  know.

ONLY  the  tip  of  the  ice- 
berg was  exposed  in  this 
week’s  ugly  rioting 
against  gays  and  lesbians  at  Yad 
Vashem. 

The  rest  of  the  iceberg  - which 
has  nothing  to  do  with  the  Holo- 
caust, its  sacredness  or  other- 
wise, Nazis  or  the  survivors’  sen- 
sibilities - is  blood-chilling, 
enraging,  shocking. 

It  isn’t  the  Holocaust  we’re 
dealing  with  here,  but  the  right  to 
be  different  and  the  unpei'ative 
of  equality.  We’re  dealing  with 
the  pathetic,  distorted  monopoly 
we  have  on  martyrdom;  with  the 
political  and  social  perpetuation 
of  Jewish  victim  hood;  with  the 
right  of  the  victim  to  be  hang- 
man, and  with  the  sanctification 
of  the  Holocaust  which  had 
horrors  and  crimes  without  par- 
allel. but  no  sanctity. 

And  out  of  this  comes  an  easy 
definition,  intolerable  as  it  is  un- 
acceptable: those  martyrs  who 
do  not  meet  the  archaic,  nonega- 
Jitarian  and  undemocratic  Jewish 
criteria,  are  extraneous,  deviant, 
defiled. 

Homosexuals  and ' lesbians 
were  defilers  of  their  race,  like 
deviants  and  the  insane.  But 
their  “cleansing"  in  furnaces  and 
mass  graves  was  just  the  first  step 
on.  the  way  to  Dachau  and 
Auschwitz.  In  their  footsteps 
came  the  millions  of  other  “ex- 
ceptions” and  deviants  - mainly 
Jews,'  but  also  Gypsies,  commu- 
nists, Poles  and  others. 

The  assault  on  Jewish  homo- 
sexual “deviants”  by  those  who 
sanctify  the  memory  of  millions 
of  other  "deviants”  - who  may  or 
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may  not  have  been  homosexuals,

Did  the  smoke  that  issued  from 
the  burning  bodies  of  the  homo- 
sexuals rise  up  blacker  than  the 
smoke  from  the  bodies  of  the 
Jewish  rabbis,  thieves  and  prosti- 
tutes? Was  the  stench  of  the  rot- 
ting lesbian  bodies  stronger  than 


the  stench  of  slaughtered  Jewish 
mothers? 

Dr.  Yosef  Burg  of  Yad  Va- 
shem and  Deputy  Knesset

UNDERLYING  this  week's 
violent  confrontation  at 
Yad  Vashem  is  an  issue  of 
perhaps  greater  concern  than  the 
public  commemoration  of  homo- 
sexuals persecuted  by  the  Nazis. 

The  Tourism  Ministry  has  ap- 
parently joined  in  recognizing 
June  as  “Gay  Pride  Month,"  ac- 
cepting an  attempt  by  homosexual 
groups  to  legitimize  a lifestyle 
which  has  been  proscribed  in  the 
strongest  terms  by  Judaism,  Chris- 
tianity and  Islam.  This  represents 
not  merely  concern  for  personal 
sexual  proclivities.  It  is  an  issue 
that  goes  to  the  heart  of  what  Ju- 
daism and  a Jewish  state  are  all 
about. 

The  Yad  Vashem  issue  is  the 
easier  of  the  two.  The  Nazis  perse- 
cuted Jews  in  an  act  of  genocide 
unprecedented  in  world  history. 
They  also  persecuted  Gypsies, 
communists  and  boiuosenials. 

Among  'th~o^commtHUS&“  were 
Jews  who  had  earlier  i?ctrayed  and 
imprisoned  felicvw-Jews,  who  had 
sought  to  eradicate  the  Tora  and 
its  teachings  from  generations  of 
Jews  to.  come. 

These  people  were  a threat  to 
the  future  of  Judaism  and  its  val- 
ues no  less  than  homosexuals  - in 
many  ways,  more  so.  Yet  we  glibly 
refer  to  our  six  million  martyrs, 
even  though  many  of  them  held 
the  Holy  Name  in  contempt. 

It  ill  befits  any  Jew  to  sit  in 
judgment  on  those  who  died  the 
death  of  martyrs.  No  one  speaks 
of  “differences”  among  the  dead. 
No  one  distinguishes  between 
these  ashes  and  those. 

That  was  not  the  issue  at  Yad 
Vashem  this  week.  The  private 
prayers  of  millions  of  visitors  for 


other  millions  they  knew  well  or 
didn't  know  at  all  have  always 
been  encouraged. 

But  Yad  Vashem  was  used  to 
make  a political  statement  about 
“Gay  Pride.”  That  kind  of  state- 
ment was  not  in  place.  It  was  ill- 
conceived.  It  was,  perhaps,  an  act

Would  we  react  the  same  way  to 
a movement  to  legitimize  adultery

of  desecration,  straining  the  toler- 
ance of  those  who  are  willing  to 
avoid  invading  others'  private 
lives.,,  but  are  ^nqt  prepared  to  le- 
gitimize an  unaf^sptabje  lifestyle. 

LET  tl'S  talk;  Jewishly  for  a mo- 
ment about  homosexuality  (a  term 
which  linguistically  and  technical- 
ly includes  lesbianism  as  welL) 

Judaism  is  based  on  an  absolute 
morality,  rooted  in  the  Tora.  Rela- 
tive morality  may  have  its  place  in 
Halacha,  but  only  in  rare  rircum- 
stances.  This  isn’t  one  of  them. 

Homosexuality  is  a wrong  form 
of  behavior.  It  is  proscribed  and 
condemned.  The  Tora's  use  of  the 
word  to'eva  (abomination)  in  con- 
nection with  the  male  homosexual 
act  indicates  that  one  should  de- 
velop a sense  of  revulsion  toward 
its  practice. 

Homosexuality  is  a sin.  And 
while  great  caution  must  be  exer- 
cised in  condemning  a sinner,  one 
need  have  no  reservations  in  Con- 


or polygamy?  Can  you  imagine  a 
month  dedicated  to  “Adultery 
Pride,”  “Bestiality  Pride”  or 
“Sabbath  Desecration  Pride"? 

Religious  convictions  aside,  the 
way  people  choose  to  conduct 
their  private  sex  lives  is  their  own 
concern,  even  if  others  perceive  it 
as  peculiar,  or  even  abominable. 

Matters  of  the  bedroom  belong 
in  the  bedroom.  They  should  not  be 
paraded  in  the  public  arena.  Nor  do 
they  belong  at  Yad  Vashem,  the 
synagogue,  or  the  Knesset 

The  US  military’s  policy  of 
'“Don’t  ask,  don’t  tefl”  regarding 
homosexuality  may  not  be  the  wis- 
est one  politically;  but  it  certainly 
has  merit  in  maintaining  public  dig- 
nity, personal  privacy,  and  some 
sense  of  moral  comment. 

Would  that  approach  be  enough 
in  Israel?  7 think  not.  Israel  is, 
after  all,  a Jewish  state.  And  if 
that  means  anything  more  than 
just  a corral  for  displaced  Jews 
(where  Uganda  or  Birobidjan 
would  have  done  just  as  well),  it 
means  a society  rooted  in  Jewish 
values.  These  might  not  all  be  ba- 
lachic  standards.  I am  realistic 
enough to  know  that  a theocracy  is 
not  the  order  of  the  day  in  the 
foreseeable  future. 

But  just  as  we  can  distinguish 
between  Halacha  and  the  law  of 


the  land,  we  should  be  able  to 
recognize  Jewish  values  for  what 
they  are.  even  if  independent  of 
the  Shulhan  Aruch.  or  Code  of 
Jewish  Law. 

Jewish  values  are  not  synony- 
mous with  Western  values,  nor  are 
they  identical  with  humanism  or 
current  morality.  They  have  their 
own  identity.  They  can  be  accept- 
ed or  rejected  by  each  individual 
in  his  personal  and  private  life. 
But  a Jewish  state  ignores  them  at 
its  peril. 

A Jewish  state  might  not  pursue 
legal  steps  against  an  individual 
for  acts  which  he  may  believe  stem 
from  his  nature  or  are  beyond  his 
control.  But  it  shouldn’t  legitimize 
them  or  be  proud  of  them. 

Saddest  of  all,  even  sadder  than 
the  notion  of  “pride,"  is  the  use  of 
the  term  “gay.”  This  is  a euphe- 
mism for  people  who  usually  bear 
a great  burden,  suffer  inner  ten- 
sion and  are  often  morally  con- 
flicted. “Gays”  are  anything  but 
gay.  Those  we  see  on  TV  usually 
have  a big  chip  on  their  shoulders. 

Homosexuals  may  overcome, 
or  they  may  succumb.  They  may 
feel  guilt,  they  may  rationalize  or 
legitimize.  This  they  share  in  com- 
mon with  all  who  sin  against  the 
values  according  to  which  which 
they  were  raised. 

The  heterosexual,  “normal” 
Jewish  world,  true  to  its  own  val- 
ues, might  well  bear  in  mind  the 
words  of  Bruria,  as  quoted  in  rhe 
Talmud;  “Pray  not  for  the  punish- 
ment of  the  sinner,  but  for  the 
destruction  of  sin.  If  sin  can  be 
eradicated  and  obliterated,  then 
there  will  be  no  more  sinners." 

This  is  a task  that  calls  for  edu- 
cation, not  just  condemnation;  for 
ethical  direction,  not  legitimiza- 
tion. It  calls  for  humility  rather 
than  misplaced  pride.

JUST  because  the  stock  market 
has  fallen  sharply  doesn't  mean 
shares  are  cheap  and  that  people 
should  be  rushing  in  to  snap  up 
bargains. 

Obviously  stocks  are  a lot 
cheaper  than  they  were  a month 
ago  and  certainly  than  they  were 
at  the  beginning  of  the  year.  But 
the  economic  outlook  was  much 
rosier  then. 

Share  values  are  linked  to  a host 
of  macroeconomic  factors  - GDP 
growth,  inflation,  interest  rates  - 
and  their  expected  influence  on 
corporate  profits. 

Those  factors,  as  I wrote  last 
week,  have  turned  decidedly  neg- 
ative and  were  the  trigger  for  the 
initial  falls  in  the  market.  More 
and  more  disappointing  first-quar- 
ter company  results  have  in- 
creased the  agony,  and  the 
expectation  of  an  enlarged 


The  perception  that  the  govern- 
ment has  lost  control  of  the 
economy  is  what  has  really  driven 
the  nails  into  the  market’s 
coffin.  Markets  hate  uncertainty, 
and  this  was  proven  again  this 
week. 


No  one  doubts  Yitzhak  Rabin’s 
ability  to  make  tough  military 
and  diplomatic  decisions.  But  the 
government  is  divided  and  indeci- 
sive over  Kupat  Holim  and  the 
housing  crises.  No  solution  is 
in  sight  to  the  social  workers' 
strike. 


Until  the  government  demon- 
strates that  it  has  the  ability  and 
political  will  to  assert  control  over 
the  economy,  investor  confidence 
will  not  return.

Increase  due  to  income  tax  receipt  rise 


budget  deficit  as  a result  of 
the  Kupat  Holim  and  housing  cri- 
ses have  brought  no  one  any 
cheer. 


HIGHER  wages,  lower  unem- 
ployment and  a booming  stock 
market  at  the  end  of  last  year 
pushed  state  revenues  up  13%  in 
real  terms  last  month,  to  NIS  6.3 
billion,  compared  with  May  last 
year.  State  Revenues  Director 
Yoram  Gabbai  reported 
yesterday. 

Most  of  the  revenue  increase 
was  attributed  to  a sharp  rise 
n income  tax  receipts  from 
inns,  and  from  property  tax  col- 
lection. which  shot  up  60%  in  real 
terms. 

The  significant  growth  in  tax 
revenues  since  the  beginning  of 
the  year  reflects  the  expansion  of 
business  sector  activity  by  8%  an- 
nually, said  Gabbai. 

Although  company  income  tax- 
es were  lowered  1%  this  year 
o a rate  of  38%,  revenues  soared 
as  a result  of  the  bullish  stock 
market  at  the  end  of  last 
year. 

Gabbai  noted  that  it  is  a one- 
time phenomenon,  and.  in  light  of 
the  stock  market's  fail  since  the

beginning  of  the  year,  revenues  of 
such  magnitude  are  not  expected 
in  the  near  future. 

The  rise  in  property  tax  collec- 
tions derived  mainly  from  the  rise 
in  the  number  of  real  estate  trans- 
actions combined  with  higher 
prices. 

Since  the  beginning  of  the  year, 
revenues  totaled  NIS  29.7b..  a 
real  increase  of  14%  compared 
with  the  same  period  last  year. 
Adjusting  for  the  legislative 
changes  made  this  year,  which 
cut  revenues  by  NIS  500  million, 
tax  collection  actually  rose  by 
16%. 


Income  tax  receipts  overshot 
the  Treasury's  original  estimates 
by  NIS  lb.,  while  Value  Added 
Tax  (VAT)  and  customs  revenues 
matched  them. 


In  May.  income  tax  revenues 
reached  NIS  3 Jb.,  a real  rise  of 
21%.  Since  the  beginning  of  the 
year,  these  revenues  shot  up  by 


24%. 

Individual  and  employer  tax 
revenues  rose  12%  since  die  be- 
ginning of  the  year,  despite  the 
income  tax  reform  which  lowered 
marginal  rates  since  January.  The 
increase  resulted  from  the  growth 
in  the  number  of  the  employed 
as  well  as  from  the  rise  in  real 
wages. 

VAT  and  customs  receipts  in- 
creased 4%  last  month,  to 
NIS  2.8b.  Since  the  beginning  of 
the  year,  revenues  from  VAT  and 
customs  readied  NIS  13b.,  a rise 
of  3%. 

Last  month,  car  imports 
totaled  10.000,  a similar  ave- 
rage to  the  preceding  few  months 
and  5%  more  than  in  May  last 
year. 

Other  durable  imports  also  reg- 
istered significant  rises,  including 
refrigerator  imports,  which  rose 
by  71%  compared  to  May  1993. 
Dishwasher  imports  jumped  46%. 
televisions  40%.  laundry  ma- 
chines 16%  and  video  recorders 
6%. 


State  budget  reports  NIS  270m.  deficit 


THE  state  budget  registered  a 
NIS  270  million  deficit  in  May,  the 
Treasury  reported  yesterday. 

Expenditures  reached 
NIS  6.377  billion,  while  revenues 
were  NIS  6.107b.  The  govern- 
ment raised  NTS  30m.  from  its  pri- 
vatization activities,  while  it  re- 
deemed NIS  529m.  more  in 
obligations  than  it  borrowed. 

As  a result  of  its  fiscal  activity.

the  government  injected 
NIS  769m.  into  the  economy  last 
month. 

Since  the  beginning  of  the  year, 
budget  expenditures  totaled 
NIS  32b.  and  revenues  reached 
NIS  33.8b.,  leaving  the  govern- 
ment with  a surplus  of 
NIS  1.797b. 


The  government  has  paid 
NIS  204m.  more  in  obligations 
than  it  has  borrowed,  so  it  ab- 
sorbed NIS  1.593b.  from  the 
economy. 

- Deputy  Accountant-General 
Avisar  Cohen  noted  that  the  large 
budget  surpluses  are  not  accumu- 
lating due  to  budget  underperfor- 
mance. but  rather  due  io  record 
tax  revenues.

Saudi  prince,  bank  to  buy  share  in  Euro  Disney 


SHARES  in  troubled  leisure  park 
operator  Euro  Disney  leaped 
nearly  5 percent  yesterday  follow- 
ing Wednesday's  announcement 
that  Saudi  Prince  Al-Waleed  bin 
Taial  bin  Abdulaziz  Sand  and 
United  Saudi  Commercial  Bank 
(USCB),  of  which  he  is  chairman, 
are  to  buy  a 13  percent  to  24 
percent  stake  in  Euro  Disney  dur- 
ing a planned  capital-raising  oper- 
ation. 

Walt  Disney  could  reduce  its 
stake  to  36  percent  from  49. 

Under  the  agreement,  the 
prince  will  provide  up  to  $100  mil- 
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lion  in  a three-year  financing  com- 
mitment for  a convention  center  at 
the  resort. 

The  center  is  seen  as  a way  to 
draw  visitors. 

A close  associate  of  the  prince, 
who  is  a grandson  of  the  founder 
of  Saudi  Arabia,  said  he  was  a 
shrewd  investor  who  looked  for 
difficult  situations  in  which  to  find 
a bargain. 

“Whatever  deal  he’s  done  with 
Euro  Disney  and  Walt  Disney,  he 


will  have  made  money  out  of  this 
transaction.”  the  associate,  who 
declined  to  be  named,  told  Reu- 
ters in  Paris. 

The  prince  made  headlines  in 
1991  when  he ’invested  $800  mil- 
lion in  the  then  troubled  banking 
giant  Citicorp.  His  paper  profit  on 
that  holding  currently  exceeds  $1 
billion. 

He  recently  teamed  up  with 
French  hotel  group  Accor  in  a 1.6 
billion  franc  ($284  million)  offer, 
for  which  he  will  provide  all  the 
funds,  to  buy  Air  France’s  Meri- 
dien  hotel  chain. 


YA'ACOV  RAMOT  and  Roni  Ben-David,  director  and  manager  of 
Ogen  Y.R.  Investments  Ltd.,  who  are  suspected  of  stock  manipulation, 
were  released  on  NIS  500.000  bail  by  the  Tel  Aviv  Magistrates  Court 
yesterday,  following  10  days  in  custody. 

The  two  were  barred  from  leaving  the  country. 

The  pair  are  suspected  of  working  together*  with  Eton  Tzubari, 
manager  of  Bank  Hapoalim's  Gmutot  Provident  Fund,  to  artificially 
inflate  the  price  of  stocks,  which  they  then  sold,  reaping  profits  erf 
millions  of  shekels.

Banks  turn  to  customers  for  capital 


GALTT  UPKIS  BECK 


BRANCH  managers  of  commer- 
cial banks  this  week  asked  some 
customers  to  transfer  additional 
capital  to  the  banks  to  improve 
tbeir  loan-to-collateral  ratio, 
which  has  suffered  from  the  recent 
fall  in  share  prices. 

The  banks  expressed  concern 
that  the  public  was  pulling  out  of 
the  stock  exchange,  as  the  market 
plunged  another  3.7%  yesterday. 

The  banks,  especially  Bank  Ha- 
poalim  and  United  Mizrahi  Bank 
(UMB),  last  year  aggressively 
marketed  loans  to  finance  custom- 
ers' purchase  of  mutual  funds.  In 
some  cases,  customers  were  re- 
quired to  pay  collateral  of  only 
10%  for  a loan,  compared  with  the 
average  50%. 


Capital  market  sources  said 
branch  managers  are  now  forcing 
customers  who  are  not  able  to  put 
up  additional  collateral,  to  liqui- 
date their  mutual  fund  holdings. 

“All  of  the  banks  are  concerned 
about  the  drop  in  share  prices. 
There  is  nothing  we  can  do. 
Branch  managers  are  checking  in- 
dividual customers  and  deciding 
what  to  do,  we  gave  customers 
credit  and  must  make  sure  the  col- 
lateral we  have  is  sufficient.  The 
drop  in  stock  prices  is  worrying,” 
said  a spokesperson  for  UMB. 

A spokesman  for  Bank  Hapoa- 
lim  stressed  the  bank  has  not  in- 
structed branch  managers  to  force 
customers  who  received  credit  to 
redeem  their  funds.

THE  Two-Sided  market  opened 
on  a relatively  positive  note;  prices 
were  up  for  die  first  hour  or  so  of 
trading.  This  did  not  last,  howev- ' 
er.  The  Two-Sided  Index  ended  up 
down  by  3.6%,  the  Maof  by  3.2% 
and  the  Karam  by  3.2%.  Total 
turnover  was  higher  than  usual,  at 
NIS  270.2  million. 

The  week  ended  with  a decline 
of  8.3%  for  the  Two-Sided,  of  8% 
for  the  Maof  and  of  11.4%  for  the 
Karam.  The  month  of  May  closed 
with  declines  of  14.9%,  13.2%. 
and  23.7%  respectively.  It  is  clear 
we  are  not  being  faced  with  an 
occasional  bad  day.  This  is  an 
honest-to- goodness  collapse  of 
share  prices. 

The  reasons  for  the  collapse  are 
well  known:  the  disillusionment  of 
investors  regarding  the  peace  pro- 
cess. the  bad  financial  results  of 
companies  whose  shares  are  trad- 
ed. and  the  investigations  into  in 
stock  manipulation  and  resulting 
arrests.  Some  cynics  today  added 
the  bombing  of  the  Hizbullah  base 
in  Lebanon  and  the  Katyushas  that 
fell  in  Western  Galilee. 

Technically,  of  course,  the  mar- 
ket declines  are  a simple  reflection 
of  the  fact  that  there  were  few 
buyers  and  many  sellers.  The  few 
buyers  were  generally  willing  to 
enter  the  fray  only  after  the  many 
sellers  bad  lowered  their  prices  sig- 
nificantly. which  may  be  hard 
news  for  the  general  public  but  is 
solid  commercial  practice.  The 
public  is  selling,  sometimes  mas- 
sively. giving  the  impression  that  it 
is  tired  of  waiting. 

This  public  selling  generally 
comes  on  two  fronts:  through  the 
portfolio  managers,  once  they  de- 
cide to  take  the  little  money  left 
and  run;  and  through  the  mutual 


funds.  This  was  one  of  the  reasons 
for  the  change  in  direction  that  the 
market  took  during  the  day:  It 
may  have  been  cautiously  optimis- 
tic during  the  first  h our  of  trading, 
but  turned  markedly  bearish  once 
the  sell  orders  from  the  mutual 
funds  arrived  and  turned  the  mar- 
ket around. 

Bank  Hapoalim  declined  b> 
4.9%,  which  is  a steep  decline  for 
a bank  of  that  size:  Investors  ap- 
parently see  a connection  between 
that  bank  and  the  Kupat  Holim 
crisis.  Agis,  the  drug  company,  de- 
clined for  similar  reasons  by  7%.  li 
has  declined  by  51  % since  the  be- 
ginning of  the  year.  Teva.  which  is 
less  involved  in  the  Kupat  Holim 
crisis  - half  of  its  production  is 
exported  - actually  rose  by  1 .5%. 

Poaiim  Investment  declined  h\ 
9.5%.  A1PM  by  5%.  Industrial 
Building  by  &%,  Mehadrin  by 
6.5%.  Koor  by  5%.  First  Interna- 
tional Bank  1 and  5 by  7%  and  6% 
respectively,  and  IDB  Bankhold- 
ing by  5.8%.  The  provident  funds 
were  buying  without  much  enthu- 
siasm. once  prices  had  declined 
sufficiently  to  make  buying 
attractive. 

This  is  the  hope  of  many  inves- 
tors: that  the  present  price  level 
will  attract  new  buyers.  No  one 
expects  that  the  public  will  jump  at 
the  present  time.  The  average  Is- 
raeli investor  invests  in  a rising 
market,  not  a declining  one. 

The  eyes  are  turned  expectantly 
towards  the  provident  funds  and 
possibly  foreign  investors.  Note 
that  trading  in  the  Israeli  stocks 
traded  in  New  York  opened  posi- 
tively and  many  investors  are  wish- 
ing aloud  that  this  American  opti- 
mism will  spread  to  Tel  Aviv,  once 
trading  opens  again  Sunday.

LONDON  (Reuter)  - UK  shares 
bounced  back  strongly,  ending  at 
the  day’s  high  supported  by  a 
strong  performance  in  long  gilts  as 
well  as  index  futures,  traders  said. 

“The  institutions  seem  to  be 
more  confident  about  buying  the 
market  and  there’s  been  a lot  of 
bear  closing  going  on,”  said  one 
senior  trader.  “It  looks  like  3,000 
(on  the  FTSE  100  index) 
tomorrow.” 

The  FTSE  100  rose  48.9  points. 
1.67  percent,  to  2,980.8  in  volume 
of  612  million  shares  after  shed- 
ding 38.6  points  yesterday.

3.556.3.  The  June  FTSE  100  index 
contract  was  up  64  points  to  2.972 
in  late  trade.

PARIS  - French  shares  closed 
back  above  the  psychologically  im- 
portant 2,000  level  on  the  CAC-40 
index,  which  was  breached  on 
Wednesday.  A small  French  rate 
cut  brought  some  heart  back  to  the 
bourse,  which  has  been  following 
bearish  debt  markets,  one  trader 
said.  The  CAC-40  index  closed  up 
27.70  at  2,007.38. 

ZURICH  -Swiss  shares  closed 
slighty  lower.  Dealers  said  volume 
was  moderate  because  of  a holiday 
in  parts  of  Switzerland  and  Ger- 
many. They  said  the  Swiss  market 
showed  some  resilience  given  the 
plunge  in  the  bond  market  and 
falling  interest-rate  futures.  The 
broad  SPI  fell  6.42  to  1,787. 


TOKYO  - Tokyo  stocks  fin- 
ished slightly  lower  on  Thursday 
after  giving  up  earlier  gains  on  po- 
sition adjustment  selling  by  deal- 
ers in  the  late  afternoon,  brokers 
said. 

The  Nikkei  average's  drop  was 
the  first  in  five  sessions,  but  bro- 
kers are  not  veiy  worried  about 
the  fall. 

“Stocks  will  keep  a firm  tone  at 
least  until  the  settlement  day  for 
(June)  futures  and  options  con- 
tracts on  June  10,”  a broker  at 
New  Japan  Securities  said.

PRESIDENT  Clinton  said  yester- 
day he  and  Pope  John  Paul  II 
made  “some  progress”  on  abor- 
tion-related issues,  but  the  Vati- 
can said  any  change  would  have 
come  from  Clinton,  not  the  pope. 

Clinton  praised  the  Roman 
Catholic  Church’s  “constancy  and 
commitment”  after  a 40-mraute 
meeting  at  the  Vatican  marked  by 
differences  over  abortion  and  mu- 
tual concern  over  world  trouble 
spots. 

"‘We  wilt  still  have  some  differ- 
ences on  the  contraception  issue," 
Clinton  told  reporters  after  the 
meeting,  but  he  said  it  should  be 
dear  that  the  United  States  does 
not  support  abortion  as  a means  of 
birth  control. 

After  Clinton  cast  a posttve 
glow  on  the  talks.  Vatican  spokes- 
man Joaquin  Navarro,  said.  “If  he 
says  there  was  a narrowing  of  dif- 
ferences, it’s  dear  it  can  be  only  in 
one  sense,"  meaning  the  United 
States  would  have  to  come  closer 
to  the  pope's  absolute  opposition 
to  abortion  and  contraception. 

On  the  first  leg  of  a trip  cele- 
brating the  50th  anniversary  of  D- 
Day,  Clinton  began  bis  day  jog- 
ging through  Rome  and  planned 
his  first  meeting  with  Italy's  new 
prime  minisrer,  Silvio  Berlusconi. 

Berlusconi  is  a controversial  fig- 
ure because  the  coalition  that 
brought  him  to  power  includes  a 
party  with  neo-fascist  roots. 

A Vatican  communique  said  the 
Cairo  conference  dominated  the 
discussions  regarding  “the  grave 
ethical  problems"  in  the  “defense 
and  promotion  of  life  and  defense 
and  promotion  of  the  family  in 
particular." 

It  said  the  pope  appealed  “to 
the  responsibility  of  a great  nation 
such  as  America,  whose  origin  and 
historical  development  has  always 
promoted  ethical  values  that  are 
basic  to  every  culture." 

While  the  two  men  were  meet- 
ing, White  House  press  secretary 
Dee  Dee  Myers  was  asked  wheth- 
er the  differences  on  abortion 
were  irreconcilable. 

“I  don't  think  the  pope's  going 
to  change  his  mind,”  she  said. 
Clinton's  position,  she  said,  is 
that  abortions  should  be  “safe.

N.  Yemen  ignores  UN  call,  attacks  Aden 


ADEN  (Reuter)  - A northern  Yemeni  missile 
killed  or  wounded  about  20  people  in  the 
southern  city  of  Aden  yesterday- just  hours 
after  the  United  Nations  called  for  a ceasefire 
between  north  and  south,  security  and  hospital 
sources  said. 

Throughout  the  day,  the  boom  of  artillery 
and  anti-aircraft  guns  could  be  heard  in  the  city 
from  frontline  battles  between  attacking  north- 
ern troops  and  southerners  determined  to 
force  them  back.  * 

South  Yemen,  which  seceded  from  a four- 
year-old  merger  with  the  north  on  May  21  with 
Aden  as  its  capital,  promptly  called  on  the  UN 
Security  Council  to  force  the  northerners  to  obey 
the  call  for  a ceasefire  in  their  month-long  war. 

It  also  appointed  a cabinet  to  underline  the 
secession.  Former  Yemeni  Prime  Minister 
Haider  Abu  Bakr  ai-Attas  beads  the  cabinet, 
which  also  includes  former  opposition  leaders 


Abdallah  al-Asnaj  and  Mohses  Farid. 

- Hospital  officials  said  about  15 |men  praying  at 
a mosque  ’ ih! -Aden’s- -Sheikh.  Ottoman  suburb 
were  wounded  by  shrapnel  when  southerners 
shot  down  a northern  missile  fired  at  dawn.  Five 
more  people  were  wounded  nearby,  they  said. 

Southern  Vice-President  Abdei-Rahman  Ali 
al-Jifri  told  Reuters  some  worshippers  were 
killed  but  he  did  not  have  an  exact  figure.  Two 
other  missiles  were  fired  but  landed  on  an 
island  and  in  the  sea,  he  added. 

About  50  angry  residents  shouted  slogans 
denouncing  northern  President  Ali  Abdullah 
Saleh.  “Saleh,  you  murderer,”  they  shouted.

Pools  of  blood  stained  the  open  courtyard  at 
the  mosque,  ReuteT  photographer  Marwan 
Naamani  said.

. _The  northern  government  in  Sanaa  Opposes

Bosnians

SARAJEVO  (AP)  - Bosnia’s  Mos- 
lem-led government  yesterday 
pulled  out  of  UN-sponsored  cease- 
fire talks  in  Geneva  after  Bosnian 
Serbs  failed  to  withdraw  armed 
me.  from  around  the  enclave  of 
Gorazde. 

Almost  simultaneously,  the 
United  Nations  postponed  the  talks 
in  the  Swiss  city. 

“The  negotiations  about  the 
cease-fire  cannot  start  for  the  time 
being  because  the  precondition, 
the  withdrawal  of  enemy  soldiers, 
was  not  met,”  Bosnian  Prime 
Minister  Haris  Silajdzic  told 
reporters. 

Bosnian  Serb  leader  Radovan 
Karadzic  and  the  elected  president 
of  the  newly  formed  Moslem -Croat 
federation  in  Bosnia,  Krestmir  Zu- 
bak,  arrived  m Geneva  yesterday 
for  what  were  supposed  to  be  talks 
on  arranging  a cease-fire  through- 
out Bosnia. 


D-day  veterans  somber  as  they 
gather  for  50th  anniversary  weekend 


SOUTHS EA  (Reuter)  - Somber 
war  veterans  wept  quiet  tears  of 
remembrance  yesterday  as  hun- 
dreds of  old  soldiers  gathered  for 
the  50th  anniversary  this  weekend 
of  the  cruellest  days  of  their  lives. 

Under  overeast  skies  old  men 
now  more  used  to  walking  sticks 
than  rifles  were  collecting  in  a Vet- 
erans Center  near  where  world 
leaders  will  gather  to  begin  to  hon- 
or the  living  and  the  dead  from  the 
D-day  landings  of  June  6,  1944. 

“This  is  all  in  memory  of  those 
of  our  mates  who  got  killed,”  said 
Briton  Ken  Eckstein,  73,  who  was 
meeting  friends  before  travelling 
to  the  war  graves  of  Normandy. 
“It  will  be  worthwhile  if  it  reminds 
people  what  war  is  all  about." 

“It’s  best  to  leave  the  rejoicing 
until  the  50th  anniversary  of  the 
end  of  the  war,  next  year,”  said 
Robert  Franklin.  71,  who  ferried 
ammunition  onto  the  beaches 
when  D-Day  opened  the  Second 
From  against  Hitler's  armies.

“Don't  mention  the  word  cele- 
bration to  me,  it  makes  me 
cringe.”  said  Reg  Cooper,  prais- 
ing a British  government  decision 
to  backtrack  on  early  plans  for  El- 
Day  festivities  in  favor  of  remem- 
brance events. 

“Some  of  my  friends  were  killed 
alongside  me,  by  German  mor- 
tars. We  have  a duty  to  remember 
them  now,”  said  Cooper,  73,  a 
former  Royal  Engineer. 

Up  to  30,000  World  War  Two 
veterans  are  expected  to  congre- 
gate in  the  southern  England  port 
town  of  Portsmouth  and  its  beach- 
front district  Southsea  for  week- 
end religious  and  military  ceremo- 
nies marking  the  50th  year  since 
the  D-Day  fleet  left  on  its  journey 
across  choppy  seas. 

Thousands  more  will  be  in 
Northern  France  for  further  cere- 
monies, to  visit  graveyards  and  to 
be  reunited  with  old  friends. 

Many  of  the  veterans  fought 
back  tears  as  tfiey  talked  of  col- 
leagues they  lost  in  the  first  hours 
of  fighting.  Fred  Snowdon  was 
only  19  when  his  landing  craft  hit  a 


sandbank  and  capsized  in  the  first 
wave  of  the  invasion,  drowning 
many  of  his  friends. 

“One  minute  I was  talking  to 
them,  the  next  they  were 
drowned.  Til  never  forget  it,  I can 
still  see  them  and  remember  all 
their  names,”  Snowdon  said. 

Royal  Marine  Commando  Fred 
Smith,  80,  broke  down  as  he  re- 
called colleagues  lost  on  assaults  on 
German-held  ports  in  Fiance  early 
in  the  war  and  others  who  were 
amongst  the  nearly  37,000  allied 
dead  in  die  Normandy  campaign. 

For  some  the  memories  were  a 
little  easier  to  bear.  Australian 
navy  officer  Stan  Lands,  73,  said 
he  remembered  D-Day  happily. 
“X  was  responsible  for  200  Canadi- 
an troops  and  I got  them-aU  safely 
ashore  on  Juno  beach." 

“It's  because  of  guys  like  me 
that  you  are  not  speaking  Ger- 
man. I helped  when  it  was  my  tune 
to  help,”  said  US  veteran  Henry 
Martin,  69,  who  opened  the  bow 
doors  of  his  landing  craft  on  the 
sands  of  France  early  on  the  morn- 
ing of  June  6,  1944.

Ethiopians  registered  for 
historic  vote  on  Sunday 

ADDIS  ABABA  (Reuter)  - Millions  of  Ethiopians  will  shrug  off 
centuries  of  rule  by  feudal  kings  and  a Marxist  dictator  on  Sunday  when 
they  vote  in  elections  for  a constituent  assembly. 

The  ballot  for  the  547-strong  assembly  will  be  monitored  by  at  least 
300  international  observers  and  hundreds  of  Ethiopians  from  human 
rights  and  democracy  groups,  the  Electoral  Board's  legal  affairs  head 
Samson  Gethaun  said  yesterday. 

Samson  said  more  than  15  million  people  were  registered  to  vote  out 
of  a population  of  55  million,  including  about  600,000  from  the  capital 
Addis  Ababa  which  accounts  for  23  constituencies. 

The  Ethiopian  People's  Revolutionary  Democratic  Front  (EPRDF) 
of  President  Meles  Zenawi,  whose  guerrilla  army  overthrew  Marxist 
dictator  Mengistu  Haile  Mariam  in  May  1991,  is  expected  to  win  most 
seats. 

In  a Victory  Day  speech  to  commemorate  the  fall  of  Addis  Ababa  to 
his  forces  three  years  ago  last  week,  Meles  urged  all  Ethiopians  to  cast 
votes. 

“It  is  only  when  the  Ethiopian  people  vote  for  their  true  representa- 
tives in  the  assembly  that  they  can  rest  assured  a sensible  constitution 
will  be  framed,”  he  said. 

Samson  said  official  results  would  be  released  on  July  1 but  provision- 
al releases  would  be  made  before  then.

- UN  sources  said  a report  by 
IAEA  director  Hans  Blix  had 
been  sent  to  the  United  Nations 
and  would  be  distributed  to  the 
Security  Council  'late  yesterday. 
Blix  was  expected  to  come  to  New 
York  soon,  probably  today,  and 
brief  the  council.

Fighting 
continues 
in  Kigali 


NAIROBI  (AP)— Cease-fire  talks 
resumed  yesterday  in  Rwanda’s 
capital  after  a night  of  shelling, 
mostly  on  the  western  edges  of 
Kigali  where  rebels  advanced  to 
tighten  their  grip  on  the  city. 

United  Nations  spokesman 
Abdul  Kabia  said  the  heaviest 
fighting  was  near  Gadhafi  Corner, 
a rebel-held  intersection  on  the 
west  side  that  controls  access  to 
the  road  to  Gitarama,  tbe  army’s 
last  avenue  of  retreat. 

Army  gunners  also  targeted  re- 
bel positions  at  the  airport  for  the 
first  time  since  insurgents  cap- 
tured it  nearly  two  weeks  ago. 
Three  rounds  hit  tbe  tarmac  but 
did  not  cause  any  casualties  or  dis- 
rupt UN  aid  flights  into  the  dty. 

A morning  lull  in  the  fighting 
allowed  UN  aid  workers  to  re- 
sume deliveries  of  food  and  water 
to  about  25.000  stranded  rivilians 
living  under  UN  protection  in  Ki- 
gali. Heavy  shelling  in  the  city 
center  bad  baited  the  aid  convoys 
on  Wednesday. 

More  than  2 million  people 
have  fled  their  homes  in  Rwanda, 
where  nearly  two  months  of  fight- 
ing and  ethnic  savagery  have 
claimed  an  estimated  200,000 
lives.  Most  of  the  victims  were 
minority  Tutsis  murdered  by  the 
militias  of  extremist  Hutu  political 
parties. 

The  butchering  of  civilians  by 
the  militias  has  been  accompanied 
by  renewed  fighting  between  the 
mostly  Tutsi  Rwandan  Patriotic 
Front  rebel  movement  and  the 
Hutu-dominated  government 
army.  The  civil  war  has  claimed 
far  fewer  lives  than  ethnic 
violence. 

Monday’s  first  round  of  UN- 
mediated  cease-fire  talks  in  Kigali 
produced  no  tangible  results,  and 
prospects  for  progress  yesterday 
seemed  dim. 

Brig,.  Gen.  Henry  Adyidoho, 
deputy  commander  of  the  UN 
forces,  told  Britain’s  ITN  television 
news  Wednesday  that  neither  side 
seems  interested  in  a cease-fire. 

Yesterday’s  talks  were  sched- 
uled to  focus  or  a UN  proposal  for 
bringing  about  a truce  and  on  re- 
bel demands  that  the  army  first 
stop  the  massacres  and  allow  the 
free  movement  of  all  displaced 
people  in  the  country. 

The  rebel  forces  have  seized 
control  of  most  of  tbe  north  and 
east  of  Rwanda.  The  interim  gov- 
ernment has  withdrawn  from  Ki- 
gali to  Gitarama,  45  kms  to  the 
southeast.  But  the  insurgents  are 
advancing  on  that  city. 

The  rebels  have  captured  much 
of  Kigali,  but  the  array  is  still  put- 
ting up  stiff  resistance  from  at 
least  three  strongholds  in  the  dty. 

Thousands  of  Rwandans  remain 
trapped  in  hotels,  stadiums  and 
churches  throughout  Kigali.  The 
dty,  once  home  to  350,000  peo- 
ple, has  become  a crumbled,  glass- 
strewn  ghost  town.

PARIS  (AP)  - In  a {stunningly 
one-sided  upset,  record-breaking 
Mary  Pierce  overpowered  defend- 
ing champion  and  world  No.  1 
Steffi  Graf  6-2,  6-2  yesterday  to 
reach  the  French  Open,  final. 

With  the  biggest  victory  of  her 
sometimes-troubled  career,  the 
J9-y ear-old  French- American  ad- 
vances to  a title  match  with 
Arantxa  Sanchez  VicariO,  a 6-3, 6- 
.1  winner  over  mistake-pirone  Con- 
chi  ta  Martinez  in  the  first  Grand 
Slam  semifinal  between  two  Span- 
ish women. 

The  new  champion  will  break  a 
streak  of  12  Grand  Slams  won  ei- 
ther by  Graf  or  Monica  Seles. 

Graf,  who  was  seeking  her  fifth 
consecutive  Grand  Slam  title  and 
fourth  French  Open  crown,  had 
reached  20  consecutive  finals  on 


the  women’s  tour.  The  loss  ends 
her  challenge  of  the  record  of  23 
sets  in  1983-84  by  Martina 
Navratilova. 

The  Graf-Pierce  showdown  had 
been  anticipated  eagerly  as  soon  as 
Pierce  began  her  devastating 
march  through  the  field.  The  No. 
12  seed  reaches  the  final  with  the 
loss  of  only  10  games  in  six  match- 
es, a modern-era  French  Open 
record. 

*Tm  very,  very  happy  and  a lit- 
tle shocked  at  the  way  I won  so 
easily,”  said  Pierce  after  walking 
away  from  a delirious  Center 
Court  ovation. 

She  has  lost  both  her  previous 
matches  to  Graf,  most  recently  by 
6-1,  6-0  at  last  year’s  US  Open. 

Graf,  suffering  her  worst  defeat 
since  1991,  said  even  Seles  didn’t 


bit  as  hard  as  Pierce. 

“She  played  very,  very  well.  She 
attacked  the  ball,  she  took  it  ear- 
ly,” Graf  said.  "There  was  very 
little  I could  do.  I'm  not  very- 
happy.” 

In  the  first  set.  Pierce  used  blis- 
tering forehands  and  service  re- 
turns to  break  Grafs  serve  three 
times  in  a row.  racing  to  a 5-1  lead 
before  the  24-year-old  German  fi- 
nally held.  The  Center  Court 
crowd  gasped  in  awe  at  the  power 
of  some  Pierce  forehands. 

Graf  unleashed  two  aces  to  win 
the  first  game  of  the  second  set. 
but  two  games  later  a Graf  double- 
fault. then  a ferocious  smash  from 
midcourt  gave  Pierce  a crucial 
break  for  a 2-1  lead.  She  never  lost 
momentum,  even  when  rain  tmer- 
rupted  while  she  held  a 3-2  lead.

CONTROL  of  the  Histadrut  will 
be  transferred  from  Labor  to 
Ram,  the  Ramon-Meretz-Shas 
list,  by  the  end  of  this  month. 
Labor  leaders  decided  yesterday 
at  a meeting  with  Prime  Minister 
Yitzhak  Rabin. 

They  also  decided  to  hold  the 
Histadrut  convention,  which  will 
approve  the  transfer  of  power, 
on  June  29  and  to  cancel  all  the 
agreements  with  the  Likud  made 
by  local  labor  council  secret- 
aries. 

At  the  same  time.  Ram  and 
Labor's  negotiation  committees 
decided  to  resume  coalition  ne- 
gotiations at  10  a.m.  at  Mapam 


House.  Earlier  yesterday,  outgo- 
ing Secretary-General  Haim  Ha- 
berfeld,  who  is  still  hospitalized, 
authorized  his  deputy  Meir  Gatt 
to  head  Labor's  Histadrut  faction 
and  negotiation  team. 

Labor's  team  for  the  Histadrut 
negotiations  was  summoned  to 
the  Prime  Minister's  Office  this 
afternoon  to  speed  up  the  trans- 
fer of  the  Histadrut  leadership. 

Ministers  David  Liba'i  and  Av- 
raham  Shohat  deplored  the  foot- 
dragging  in  passing  over  the  His- 
tadrut reins  so  far,  and  said  it  is 
imperative  that  the  convention 
meet  as  soon  as  possible,  even  if 
this  is  not  provided  for  in  the

Histadrut  constitution,  because 
those  who  wrote  it  never  imag- 
ined having  to  hand  over  the 
power  to  another  party. 

The  steering  committee  decid- 
ed to  advance  the  date  of  the 
Histadrut  convention  to  the  end 
of  the  month,  mainly  because  of 
the  Kupat  Holim  crisis  and  the 
desire  to  transfer  the  power  in 
the  Histadrut  as  soon  as  possible 
and  in  an  orderly  fashion. 

In  summing  up  the  meeting, 
Rabin  said  that  Labor  will  insist 
on  implementing  the  party's  po- 
litical bureau  and  central  com- 


mittee decisions  to  cancel  all  the 
coalition  agreements  made  with 
the  Likud  on  the  local  labor 
council  level. 

Labor  Secretary-General  Nis- 
sim  Zvilli  presented  five  basic 
starting  points  for  the  negotia- 
tions: Labor  will  attempt  to 
agree  on  guidelines  with  Ram  to 
prevent  the  Histadrut's  division 
into  separate  elements;  the  par- 
ties will  avoid  dismissals  for  po- 
litical reasons  of  Labor  officials 
on  the  professional  level;  the 
parties  will  not  harm  the  function 
of  systems  related  to  the  Hista- 
drut such  as  Na’amat,  the  Agri- 
cultural Center,  the  kibbutz  and 


moshavim  movement,  etc. . an 
structural  changes  will  be  made 
on  the  basis  of  agreement. 

Gatt  sent  letters  to  all  Labor  s 
leaders  in  the  local  labor  councils 
advising  them  of  the  party's  deci- 
sion concerning  the  agreements 
with  the  Likud.  He  said  yester- 
day that  if  necessary,  he  would 
not  hesitate  to  use  his  authority 
to  cancel  these  agreements.

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Turkish  president:  Ties 
with  Israel  important

TURKISH  President  Suleiman 
Demeriel  said  this  week  that  clos- 
er ties  with  Jerusalem  are  in  An- 
kara's strategic  interest. 

Turkish  air  force  commander 
Gen.  Ants  B urban  is  currently 
visiting  Israel,  the  highest  Turkish 
military  official  to  ever  visit  here, 
government  officials  say. 

The  two  countries  are  expected 
to  exchange  military  attaches 
within  the  next  couple  of  weeks. 

Burhan  is  not  the  only  Turkish 
official  to  be  visiting  Israel.  Prof. 
Erdal  Enounu,  chairman  of  the 
Turkish  Grand  Assembly  foreign 
affairs  committee,  is  leading  the 
first-ever  parliamentary  delega- 
tion to  Israel. 

On  Wednesday,  Demeriel  told 
reporters  that  Ankara  must  im- 
prove ties  with  moderate  regimes 
in  the  Middle  East  including  Isra- 
el, apparently  to  stave  off  the 
specter  of  insurgent  Islamic 
militancy. 

Demeriel  said  Turkey  needs  to 
"deepen,  strengthen  relations 
with  die  most  significant  countries 


as  far  as  Turkish  foreign  policy  is 
concerned  in  the  foreseeable  fu- 
ture, Israel,  Egypt,  and  Saudi 
Arabia." 

Israeli  officials  reacted  enthusi- 
astically to  Demerit's  remarks.  A 
senior  Foreign  Ministry  official 
said  "it  is  very  important  to  Israel. 
It  is  a secular  Moslem  state  Look- 
ing for  stability  and  economic  op- 
portunities. The  ground  for  mutu- 
al cooperation  is  growing 
steadily." 

Indeed,  enhanced  relations  be- 
tween Jerusalem  and  Ankara  can 
be  seen  in  the  fact  that  Turkey  has 
already  given  Israel  its  draft  for  a 
free  trade  agreement,  and  formal 
negotiations  for  free  trade  are  sup- 
pose to  begin  next  month.  The 
trade  volume  between  the  two 
countries  currently  equals  approx- 
imately $300  million. 

Another  source  of  economic  co- 
operation between  the  two  coun- 
tries is  tourism.  About  200,000  Is- 
raelis have  flocked  to  Turkish 
beaches  and  casinos  within  the  last 


Housing  to  be  found  for  Holon  residents 
evicted  from  illegal  shanties

A COMPROMISE  was  reached  between  Housing  Ministry  officials  and 
some  50  Holon  residents  who  dashed  with  police  yesterday  when  they 
were  evicted  from  illegally  constructed  shanties  in  the  city's  Jesse  Cohen 
neighborhood.  Six  people  were  arrested,  and  the  shanties  were  razed. 

Under  the  compromise,  the  Housing  Ministry  would  work  to  find 
rental  housing  for  those  evicted  who  are  eligible  for  housing  assistance, 
and  released  two  women  and  a man  they  had  detained.  In  return,  the 
residents  promised  to  refrain  from  disturbing  the  peace. 

Two  pregnant  women  claimed  they  had  been  beaten  by  police  during 
the  fracas,  but  police  said  they  should  file  a complaint  if  they  believe 
they  were  treated  roughly. 

When  munidpal  offidals  accompanied  by  police  went  to  bulldoze  the 
huts  and  evict  the  residents.  20  families  blocked  traffic  and  burned  tires. 
Police  vehicles  and  buses  were  pelted  with  potatoes.

Meshulam  fires  lawyers,  asks  Amnesty  Int’l 
to  help  him  ‘fight  Ashkenazim’  and  police 


UZI  Meshulam  fired  his  lawyers 
yesterday,  hired  a new  defense 
lawyer,  and  also  appointed  a Ger- 
man attorney  from  Amnesty  In- 
ternational to  "fight  the  Ashke- 
nazim" and  the  police. 

"The  Nans  during  the  Holo- 
caust were  hossidei  olom  com- 
pared to  the  legal  system  here," 
said  Meshulam.  "During  the 
Third  Reich  trials  were  conducted 
fairly." 

Meshulam,  who  is  incarcerated 
in  the  Abu  Kabir  lock-up.  said  he 
has  established  the  “Abu  Kabir 
yeshiva"  there. 

"I  am  happy  and  proud  to  be  in 
jail,"  he  told  reporters. 

He  said  charges  against  him

were  “trumped  up,”  and  that  the 
police,  not  his  followers,  were 
murderers. 

Following  his  indictment  on 
charges  including  aggravated  as- 
sault. illegal  possession  and  manu- 
facture of  arms  and  attacking  po- 
lice officers,  Meshulam  and 
eleven  of  his  followers  appeared  in 
Tel  Aviv  District  Court  for  a re- 
mand bearing. 

The  prosecution  requested  he 
be  remanded  until  trial,  citing  the 
"severity  of  the  charges,”  hut  Me- 
shularn's  new  defense  lawyer, 
Dror  Makrin,  asked  for  an  ad- 
journment to  enable  him  to  study 


the  case  and  evidence. 

“I  will  be  asking  for  my  client's 
bail."  he  said. 

Judge  Aryeh  Even-Ari  set  June 
27  to  hear  defense  arguments 
against  custody.  Meanwhile,  the 
defendants  will  remain  in  Abu 
Kabir. 

The  prosecution  said  that  Mc- 
shulam  should  not  be  released  be- 
cause “for  two  months  he  and  his 
followers  terrorized  Yehud  resi- 
dents, the  police  and  took  the  law 
into  their  own  hands." 

Daring  the  hearing.  Meshu- 
lara's  supporters  constantly  inter- 
rupted proceedings  until  Even-Ari 
threatened  to  eject  them  from  the 
courtroom. 


Tsar,  Sheves  agree  on  plan  to  save 
financially  troubled  kibbutzim 


Satmar:  No  attempts  made  to  get  Yemenite  olim  to  leave 


AGRICULTURE  Minister  Ya’a- 
cov  Tsar  and  the  director-general 
of  the  Prime  Minister's  Office, 
Shimon  Sheves,  yesterday  agreed 
on  a plan  to  transfer  NIS  405  mil- 
lion to  35  kibbutzim  in  serious  fi- 
nancial trouble. 

The  funds  will  be  taken  from 
the  regular  budgets  of  various  gov- 
ernment ministries,  and  will  not 
require  any  new  budget  appropri- 
ations. The  plan  must  now  go  to 
the  prime  minister,  finance  minis- 
ter and  the  heads  of  the  Jewish 
Agency  for  approval. 

The  kibbutzim  involved  are  not 
only  in  debt  but  have  operating 
deficits,  and  require  a revamping 
of  their  operations. 


In  addition  to  the  special  fund- 
ing. attempts  will  be  made  to  form 
partnerships  between  successful 
kibbutz  industries  and  the  failing 
kibbutzim,  and  establish  an  in- 
vestment scheme  that  would  make 
it  easier  for  entrepreneurs  to  in- 
vest in  kibbutzim. 

The  plan  is  essentially  the  ex- 
pansion of  a project  to  aid  ailing 
kibbutzim  that  has  been  In  effect 
for  a year. 

Twenty  of  the  additional  kibbut- 
zim are  affiliated  with  Hakibbutz 
Ha'artzi,  and  15  with  the  United 
Kibbutz  Movement  Six  are  near 
the  borders  and  18  are  in  areas 
considered  ‘‘priority  areas"  for  in- 
vestment and  tax  breaks.  (Itim)

A SPOKEMAN  for  the  Satmar 
rebbe  in  the  US  has  expressed 
anger  and  shock  at  recent  media 
reports  concerning  the  interac- 
tion between  members  of  the 
community  and  recent  arrivals 
from  Yemen. 

Rabbi  Hertz  Frankel  also  said, 
in  a telephone  interview,  that  the 
Satmar  community  would  “try  as 
hard  as  we  can  to  influence  Ye- 
menite Jews  to  stay  in  the  US." 
He  said  this  was  because  “histori- 
cally it  was  clear  that  the  Yemen- 
ite Jews  would  have  a better 
chance  to  remain  religious  in  the 
US  than  in  a non-religious  kib- 
butz or  moshav  where  they  have 
been  shoved  for  the  past  50 
years.'1 

He  was  reacting  to  reports  in 
The  Jerusalem  Post  quoting  veter- 
an Yemenite  olim  concerning  at- 
tempts on  the  part  of  the  Satmar 
hassidim  to  bribe  new  immigrants 
to  leave  Israel.  “I  was  extremely 
shocked  that  such  a piece  could 
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appear  in  a respectable  newspa- 
per," Frankel  said  last  night. 

He  said  he  was  planning  to  come 
to  Israel  next  week  and  to  look 
into  the  accusations. 

Referring  to  allegations  voiced 
by  the  veterans  that  the  Satmars 
were  “holding  Yemenite  children 
hostage”  by  refusing  to  let  them 
leave  their  yeshiva,  Frankel  said: 
“It  is  not  even  worth  denying  this. 
It  a malicious  lie,  a blood  libel 
against  the  most  respected  Jewish 
spiritual  leader  in  the  world  who 
has  tens  of  thousands  of  followers, 
the  most  revered  Satmar  rebbe.” 

He  said  the  children  were  free  to 
come  and  go  as  they  wished  at  the 
special  Satmar  program  for  Ye- 
menite children  in  Monroe,  New 
York  and  at  a similar  haredi  pro- 
gram in  Lakewood,  New  Jersey. 
“Hie  accusations  are  totally  fabri- 
cated by  the  Jewish  Agency's 
agents  who  have  finally  found  re- 


sistance to  their  monopoly  of  the 
Yemenite  Jews,"  he  said. 

On  Wednesday.  MK  Emanuel 
Zissman,  head  of  the  Knesset's 
aliya  committee,  called  on  the 
Jewish  Agency  to  lodge  com- 
plaints with  the  police  about  activ- 
ities of  the  Satmar  hassidim  in  ab- 
sorption. centers.  Frankel  called 
on  him  to  renounce  his  immunity 
and  face  “blood  libel  charges”  in 
court. 

Earlier,  veteran  Yemenite  olim 
had  charged  that  there  were  cases 
of  sexual  harassment  of  Yemenite 
boys  by  Satmar  hassidim.  To  this, 
Frankel  responded:  “This  state- 
ment is  a cheap  shot  by  Jewish 
antisemites  who  themselves  have 
been  responsible  for  alienating 
Yemenite  Jews  from  religious  life 
and  forcing  them  to  abandon  tnitz- 
vot  since  the  inception  of  the 
state." 


"Molestation?  God  forbid. 
There  are  18,000  boys  and  girls  in 
our  school  system.  We  don't  even 
know  this  terminology,"  he 
added.

stand  by  if  the  Histadriit’s  income 
from  Clalit  members  is  taken 
away,  but  he  apparently  still  fa- 
vors severing  the  Histadrut's  con- 
nection to  its  health  fund. 

Clalit  chapman  Prof.  Dan  Mi- 
chael^ a ooe-tinie  Health-Ministry; 
director-general  and  director  of 
the  Tel  Aviv  govenunent-munid-  . 
pal  hospitals,  blames  “bad  gov- 
ernment decision-making"  and 
Histadrut  penny-pinching  for  the 
crisis.  “We  got.  through  1993  with

only  a NIS  50  million  operating 
deficit.”  he  says.  “The  Histadrut 
transferred  to  us  some  NIS  200 
million  less  than  it  had  promised. 
Then  the  Treasury  signed  wage 
agreements  with  the  health-work- 
er unions  that  increased  our  wage 
bill  by  40  to  60  percent,  when  we 
had  expected  it  to  rise  by  less  than 
half.  Because  of  increased  costs, , 
the  Health  Ministry  hiked  the  per 
diem  hospitalization  charge  by  35 
percent  since  January  I.  What 
business  could  cope  with  such  in- 
creased costs?” 

Michaeli  opposes  the  option  of 
receivership,  because  “it  means 
nationalization  of  health  ser- 
vices.” But  he  says  he  is  ready  to 
sell  Clalit’s  hospitals.  “It's  a real 
option,  but  the  only  body  that 
could  buy  our  hospitals  is  the  gov- 
erament.”  The  estimated  value  of 
Clalit’s  eight  general  hospitals 
alone  is  SI  .2  billion. 

Yehezkel  Flomin,  a business 
consultant  who  was  deputy  fi- 
nance minister  in  the  first  Begin 
government,  strongly  advocates 


putting  the  health  fond  into  re- 
ceivership. “The  Histadrut  col- 
lected many  billions  of  shekels  all 
these  years  because  of  its  health 
fund.  Without  its  health  fund,  it 
would  be  nothing.  Now  that  Clalit 
is  bankrupt,  it  should  return  some 
of  these  assets." 

Receivership,  which  would  be 
complex  legally  because  Clalit  is  a 
voluntary  organization  and  not  a 
“business,”  could  force  the  Hista- 
drut  and  its  profit-making  subsid- 
iaries to  contribute  funds  instead 
of  the  government,  Flomin  says. 
A court -appointed  receiver  could 
take  in  all  Histadrut  membership 
fees  instead  of  only  die  78  percent 
currently  tunneled  into  Clalit. 

As  for  the  real  risk  of  strikes  - 
Clalit  workers  say  they  will  walk 
off  their  job  if  they  aren't  paid  on 
Sunday  -*  Flomin  says  workers 
would  not  be  so  foolish  as  to 
strike.  “They  know  that  if 
they  do  that,  tens  of  thousands 
of  members  will  abandon  Clalit 
and  go  to  tbe  other  health 
funds.”  They'd  be  cutting  off  the 


branch  they’re  sitting  on.” 

CLALIT  director-genera!  Avig- 
dor  Kaplan,  who  was  brought  in 
18  months  ago  along  with  Michaeli 
by  Ramon,  Shobat.  and  Haber- 
feld, is  very  fearful  of  die  effect  of 
the  crisis  on  patients.  Already, 
there  is  a shortage  of  vital  hospital 
supplies  and  drugs,  and  non-emer- 
gency operations  are  being  post- 
poned. Some  of  Clalit's  hundreds 
of  suppliers  of  goods  and  services 
could  be  pushed  over  the  edge  if 
they  don't  get  their  money. 

“It’s  not  a matter  of  whether  the 
crisis  will  end,  but  how  and  at 
what  stage,”  Kaplan  says.  “Mon- 
ey will  be  found  somehow,  but  by 
then  irreversible  damage  may 
have  been  done." 

Kaplan  does  not  regard  receiv- 
ership as  unthinkable,  but  would 
prefer  another  solution.  “If  the 
choice  is  between  total  breakdown 
and  receivership,  then  let  a receiv- 
er be  appointed,”  says  the  direc- 
tor-general, who  last  week  an- 
nounced his  plans  to  resign 


because  he  could  no  longer  take 
responsibility  for  Clalit's  financial 
crisis.  He  denies  claims  that  his 
decision  due  to  the  fact  that  Ra- 
mon was  angry  because  he  sup- 
ported Haberfeld's  election 
campaign. 

“Everybody  in  government 
knew  about  the  shortfall  of  funds. 
1 stayed  on  after  the  Histadrut 
elections  because  I hoped  that  the 
ministers  and  Histadrut  officials 
would  sit  down  and  deal  with  it 
seriously.  But  two  weeks  after  Ra- 
mon won,  I saw  nothing  had  hap- 
pened. so  I submitted  my  resigna- 
tion. You  have  to  be  a kamikaze 
to  nin  this  place.” 

Prof.  Jonathan  Halevy.  direc- 
tor-general of  Shaare  Zedek 
(which  is  owned  by  a voluntary 
organization,  but  has  a manage- 
ment agreement  with  Clalit),  is 
very  worried  about  the  effect  of 
the  crisis  on  his  and  other  hospi- 
tals whose  staff  do  not  receive  a 
government  salary.  “We  get  over 
60  percent  of  our  income  from 
treating  Clalit  patients.  How  will  1 


pay  salaries  if  the  health  fund 
doesn't  cover  ils  debts?” 

Halevy  saw  passage  of  the  na- 
tional insurance  hill  is  vital. 

Prof.  Efraim  Sadka.  a Tel  Aviv 
University  economist  who  was  a 
member  of  Clalit's  board  until  five 
years  ago.  says  the  government 
has  no  choice  but  to  subsidize 
health  care. 

“The  US  realized  this  when  it 
established  Medicare  for  the  el- 
derly. No  health  system  can  take 
care  of  the  elderly  and  very  sick 
without  state  funding." 

Selling  off  Histadrut  assets,  he 
says,  “is  only  a temporary  solu- 
tion. What  do  you  do  when  they 
run  out?” 

Michaeli.  sounding  optimistic, 
is  certain  that  the  whole  thing  will 
work  out.  although  not  without  a 
great  deal  of  noise,  crisis  and  pain. 
“We  have  seen  many  difficulties 
before  - doctors  on  strike  for 
months,  nurses  off  the  job,  geriat- 
ric patients  being  moved  out  of 
hospitals.  In  the  end,  it  will  be  all 
right.”

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Palestinians 
determined 
to  stay  put 

Israelis  and  Palestinians  worry 
that  each  will  try  to  change  the 
status  quo  in  Jerusalem  before 
final  talks,  Jon  Immanuel  reports 


WITH  the  signing  of  the 
Gaza/Jericho  agreement 
“the  battle  for  Jerusalem 
has  begun."  Faisal  Husscini  an- 
nounced to  a crowd  of  almost  500 
in  Bethlehem's  Rooftop  Gardens 
restaurant  three  weeks  ago. 

Husseini.  who  has  been  offered 
a position  on  the  Palestinian  Au- 
thority (PA)  dealing  with  Jerusa- 
lem affairs,  is  still  sitting  on  the 
fence.  This  is  partly  because  he 
doubts  Israel  would  deal  with  him 
if  he  were  in  charge  of  Jerusalem 
affairs  for  the  Gaza/Jericho  self- 
rule  council.  And  Husseini  said 
that  given  the  choice  of  sitting  on 
the  authority  or  dealing  with  Jeru- 
salem, "I  prefer  to  stay  in 
Jerusalem.” 

PLO  leader  Yasser  Arafat  has 
angered  Israelis  with  talk  of  “lib- 
erating" Jerusalem,  and  Husseini 
has  focused  his  campaign  on  de- 
fending the  position  of  Orient 
House  in  east  Jerusalem.  Israelis 
fear  Orient  House,  which  still  has 
some  of  the  trappings  of  the  q un- 
diplomatic status  it  had  as  head- 
quarters of  the  local  Palestinian 
negotiating  team  before  Oslo,  is 
becoming  the  symbol  of  Arafat's 
ambitions.  At  least  until  Novem- 
ber, Orient  House  stationery  was 
headed  with  the  words  “State  of 
Palestine"  and  a map  showing  all 
Israel  and  the  territories. 

Since  the  Cairo  agreement.  Ori- 
ent House  has  hosted  foreign  dig -

Such  meetings  could  be  consid- 
ered against  the  spirit  of  the  Cairo 
agreement. 

According  to  a Foreign  Ministry 
source,  “We  do  not  object  to 
meetings  with  foreign  officials  [at 
Orient  House]  if  they  are  to  serve 
the  interests  of  Jerusalem  resi- 
dents. But  all  institutions  connect- 
ed with  Gaza  and  Jericho  have  to 
go  to  Jericho  or  Gaza." 

Both  the  Israelis  and  the  Pales- 
tinians are  concerned  that  the  oth- 
er side  will  attempt  to  change  the 
status  quo  in  Jerusalem  ahead  of 
the  final  talks  in  two  to  three 
years*  time.  -Thus  Husseini  talks 
about  the  closure  of  Jerusalem  as 
a “political"  closure,  and  Israelis 
are  concerned  that  Palestinian 
guards  and  flags,  and  visiting  for- 
eign dignitaries,  take  on  greater 
significance  in  light  of  Israeli  rec- 
ognition of  the  PLO. 

Eastern  Jerusalem,  the  largest, 
wealthiest  and  most  central  Arab- 
population  site  across  the  Green 
Line,  has  long  been  the  focus  of 
cultural,  religious,  economic  and 
political  life  for  all  the  Arab  towns 
around  it,  including  Jericho.  Pal- 
estinians say  that  any  attempt  to 
shift  an  institution  from  Jerusalem 
to  Jericho,  for  whatever  reason,  is 
tantamount  to  trying  to  change  Je- 
rusalem's status  in  the  territories. 


But  Foreign  Ministry  sources 
say  that  Israel  wants  to  transfer 
only  a handful  of  “new’’  institu- 
tions set  up  after  the  Oslo  accord 
in  September  specifically  to  serve 
the  PA. 

This  is  reinforced  by  a letter, 
quoted  yesterday  in  Ha'aretz , 
which  was  sent  last  September  by 
Foreign  Minister  Shimon  Perep  to 
the  late  Norwegian  foreign  minis- 
ter Jorgen  Holst.  It  stated  Israel's 
commitment  to  respecting  existing 
“social,  religious  and  other" 
institutions. 


MOST  NOTABLE  among  those 
institutions  set  up  since  the  accord 
is  the  Palestinian  Economic  Coun- 
cil for  Development  .and  Recon- 
struction (PECDAR),  which  is  to 
be  responsible  for  dispensing  $2.4 
billion  in  pledged  foreign  aid  in 
Gaza  and  Jericho  over  the  next 
five  years. 

But  acting  director  Hassan 
Abu-Libdeh  maintains  that  PEC- 
DAR is  meant  to  facilitate  Pales- 
tinian development  everywhere 
across  the  Green  Line.  This  claim 
will  only  be  valid,  however,  after

Tunis  vs.  territories:  A split  in  the  making 


MANUEL  Hassassian  fin- 
ished a lecture  explaining 
the  PLO’s  successful 
strategy  in  its  quest  for  statehood. 

Then  came  questions  from  t[ie 
audience  at  the  Hebrew  Universi- 
ty’s Truman  Institute  regarding 
the  nature  of  Palestinian  authority 
and  society.  Hassassian,  dean  of 
the  arts  faculty  at  Bethlehem  Uni- 
versity, didn’t  mince  words. 

“It  will  take  a lot  of  guts  for  the 
Palestinians  to  sort  out  their  dif- 
ferences," Hassassian  said  this 
week.  “I  do  foresee  a conflict,  and 
it  will  be  a bloody  one.” 
Hassassian's  assessment  is  typi- 
cal of  pro-PLO  academics  and 
professionals.  They  are  giving  a 
cold  welcome  to  the  hundreds  of 
PLO  bureaucrats,  along  with 
three  ministers,  set  to  arrive  by 
the  end  of  the  weekend  from  Tu- 
nis to  help  administer  the  Palestin- 
ian self-rule  authority.  '

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The  harshness  of  the  criticism 
by  local  Palestinians,  far  better 
educated  than  the  arriving  PLO 
bureaucrats,  is  startling,  consider- 
ing the  loyalty  to  Arafat  many  of 
them  expressed  only  months  ago. 
Today,  many  of  them  warn  of  a 
split  between  die  Tunis  leadership 
and  local  residents. 

The  complaints  and  warnings  of 
local  Palestinian  professionals  are 
directed  toward  Western  audi- 
ences, and  for  good  reason.  West- 
ern diplomats  say  that  the  nature 
of  the  Palestinian  authority  will 
determine  the  Jeve!  of  aid  it  re- 
ceives. If  the  authority  is  per- 
ceived as  efficient,  democratic, 
and  professional.  Western  govern- 
ments will  fulfill  their  commit- 
ments. If  not,  the  $1.2  billion  in 
pledges  won’t  be  fulfilled. 

“Basically,  they  [Western  do- 
nors] are  looking  to  see  competent 
municipalities,"  said  Sal  ah  Abdul 
Shall,  Gaza  coordinator  for  the 
donor  nations  to  the  authority. 
“Funds  are  allocated  for  physical 
infrastructure,  such  as  a sewage 
system."  Despite  the  pledges,  the 
municipalities  are  not  functioning. 
"It's  totally  paralyzed.  There  is  a 
lack  of  decision-making. 

“The  donors  are  asking  for  in- 


stitutional infrastructure,  and 
Arafat  first  wants  the  operating 
funds,"  said  Shafi,  son  of  Arafat 
critic  Haidar  Abdel-Shafi. 

For  the  first  time,  Arafat  has  to 
meet  a civil  service  payroll.  The 
PLO  has  calculated  an  operating 
budget  deficit  of  $127  million  for 
1994,  assuming  the  authority  .can- 
not collect  taxes  until  July. 

The  PLO,  with  Norwegian 
help,  is  trying  to  make  up  for  the 
shortfall  with  Western  donations. 
It  has  $19  million  in  pledges.  At 
the  end  of  the  month,  the  author- 
ity has  to  pay  7,000  employees  of 
the  former  civil  administration, 
plus  the  Palestinian  police. 

Hisbam  Awartani,  a member  of 
the  Palestinian  delegation  to  the 
economic  talks  in  Paris  and  a lead- 
ing economist,  says  he  is  uncertain 
which  way  the  self-rule  authority 
will  go.  “We  have  extreme  con- 
cern over  the  quality  of  manage- 
ment,” he  said. 

For  Awartani,  the  question  is 
simple:  Will  Arafat  use  the  Pales- 
tinian professional  class  in  the  ter- 
ritories, or  will  he  depend  on  the 
Tunis  bureaucracy  and  perpetuate 
his  one-man  rule?  Awartani’s

THE  question  of  the  1948  refugees, 
Zayyad  says,  should  be  addressed  within 
the  framework  of  Security  Council  Res- 
olution 194  which  calls  for  resolving  the 
problem  by  allowing  the  refugees  back 
or  paying  them  compensation. 

“Many  of  these  refugees  are  economi- 
cally and  socially  well  off  where  they  are 
now  and  would  prefer  to  stay  there  rath- 
er than  become  refugees  again  in  their 
own  homeland,”  Zayyad  says.  “Their 
situation  will  be,  itseems  to  me,  like  that 
of  the  Jews  in  the  world  who  choose  to 
stay  where  they  are  but  still  support  the 
idea  of  the  Jewish  State.” 

Many  of  the  Palestinians  inhabiting 
refugee  camps  in  southern  Lebanon, 
Syria  and  Jordan  would  not  readily 
abandon  their  dream  of  returning  to 
their  former  homes,  he  acknowledges. 
How,  then,  would  he  attempt  to  per- 
suade them  to  accept  compensation? 

“There  will  not  be  a need  to  per- 
suade," Zayyad  says.  “This  will  be  a 
national  compromise.”  The  level  of 
compensation  would,  however,  be  an 
important  factor  in  reconciling  the  1948 
refugees  to  life  elsewhere,  he  says. 

“If  a refugee  in  a camp  would  be  given 
enough  compensation  to  start  a new  life 
with  dignity  and  economic  stability, 
maybe  he  won't  need  convincing.”

Homosexual  youths  here  are  discovering 
a way  out  of  loneliness  through  support 
groups,  Allison  Kaplan  Sommer  reports 


WHEN  students  in  Ido's  high- 
school  class  wanted  to  deliver 
the  ultimate  insult,  they  would 
shout  what  they  considered  the  worst 
curse  imaginable:  “You  homo!" 

When  his  closest  friend  threw  such  a 
remark  his  way,  it  devastated  Ido. 

“I  wanted  to  say  to  him,  ‘Yes,  I am  a 
homosexual.  I love  other  men.  and  I will 
for  the  rest  of  my  life,  and  there's  nothing 
I can  do  about  it,’  " he  recalled  recenUy. 

Ido  distanced  himself  from  his  best 
friend,  but  never  told  him  why.  Instead, 
he  continued  living  in  fear,  secrecy  and 
intense  isolation,  miserable  in  high 
school,  frightened  of  what  lay  ahead  of 
him  in  the  army  and  harboring  thoughts 
of  suicide. 

Unlike  other  gay  youngsters,  he  man- 
aged to  find  a sympathetic  school  counsel- 
or who  helped  him  begin  to  cope  with  his 
loneliness  and  fear. 

These  feelings  characterize  the  lives  of 
most  teenagers  growing  up  gay  in  Israel, 
says  one  counselor,  and  arise  from  har- 
boring a secret  they  cannot  share  with 
friends,  family  or  teachers. 

Ido,  now  22.  has  since  learned  how 
common  his  feelings  were.  Twice  a week 
he  participates  in  a support  group  for  gay 
youths,  one  of  three  groups  that  have 
existed  in  Tel  Aviv  for  the  past  eight 
months. 

Though  young  homosexuals  have  gath- 
ered informally  in  Tel  Aviv  and  other 
cities  over  the  past  few  years,  such  groups 
have  now  been  taken  under  the  wing  of 
the  Society  for  the  Protection  of  Personal 
Rights  (SPPR),  which  serves  as  the  coun- 
try's gay  rights  community  center  and 
headquarters  for  activists. 

According  to  the  facilitators  of  the 
groups,  there  is  already  a waiting  list  for 
the  Tel  Aviv  groups,  and  interest  has 
been  expressed  in  setting  up  similar 
groups  in  Haifa,  Jerusalem  and  Eilat. 

“The  biggest  achievement  of  these  sup- 
port groups  is  that  they  have  have  helped 
people  feel  less  alone,"  said  Hana,  the 
facilitator  of  one  of  the  groups.  (Like  Ido 
and  others  quoted  in  this  story,  she  asked 
that  her  name  be  changed.) 

“At  this  age,  there's  a very  strong  need 
for  socialization,  and  a need  to  know  that 
they  are  not  the  only  people  born  this 
way.  And  even  though  they  may  be  aware 
of  homosexual  life  in  other  parts  of  the 
world,  many  of  them  believe  that  they  are 
the  only  gays  in  Israel/’ 

Hana’s  group  consists  of  10  yritfhg  men, 
aged  18  to  22.  There  are  separate  groups 
for  those  aged  15  to  17.  Some  participants 
have  never  acted  on  their  feelings;  some 
live  with  partners. 

The  most  profound  worries  of  gay 
young  people  in  Israel  revolve  around 
relationships  with  their  families,  particu- 
larly parents.  Hana  said.  “Maybe  it’s  be- 
cause we  have  such  an  intimate  Jewish 
family  life,”  she  added. 

Ido’s  parents  reacted  with  “shock  and 
sadness”  when  he  announced  at  age  17 
that  he  was  having  relationships  with 
men. 

“They  took  it  very  bard,”  he  said. 
"They  thought  I was  going  to  be  their 


perfect  son.  They  had  waited  so  long  for 
me:  I have  four  older  sisters.  Finally,  they 
had  a boy,  and  I turned  out  not  to  be  such 
a boy.” 

In  every  other  respect,  his  parents 
couldn’t  complain.  Baby-faced,  dark- 
complexioned  Ido  is  outgoing  and  intelli- 
gent. He  was  a lieutenant  in  the  army 
medical  corps,  is  in  his  third  year  of  medi- 
cal school  and  works  for  an  airline.  In  the 
army,  he  was  able  to  confide  in  his  com- 
manding officer.  It  was  his  commander,  in 
fact,  who  pushed  him  to  join  the  SPPR. 

Today,  Ido  feels  lucky  that  his  parents 
are  moving  toward  acceptance  - “though 
my  mother  still  fantasizes  that  someday  I 
will  meet  the  right  girl  who  will  change  my 
mind”  - and  his  sisters  accept  him  fully 
and  give  him  support. 

Others  in  his  support  group  are  not  so 
lucky.  They  have  faced  abuse  by  homo- 
phobic commanders  in  the  army;  their 
parents  have  become  violent,  refused  to 
speak  to  them  or  thrown  them  out  of  their 
homes. 

In  religious  families,  revealing  homo- 
sexuality is  particularly  traumatic.  One 
young  man  in  Hana’s  group  was  in  such 
despair  over  his  mother's  reaction  that  he 
attempted  suicide. 

Hana’s  role  as  group  facilitator  is  not  to 
encourage  or  discourage  participants  to 
come  out  of  the  closet  to  their  families, 
she  said.  “I  do  make  sure  they  are  fully 
aware  of  the  possible  consequences  of 
doing  it.  After  all,  you  can’t  go  backwards 
afterwards,  and  if  you  do  this  you  have  to 
take  it  very  seriously.” 

Ron.  a gay  psychologist  who  acts  as  a 
professional  consultant  for  the  facilita- 
tors, says  he  understands  some  people’s 
fears  that  participation  in  such  groups 
might  encourage  a teenager  to  turn  to- 
ward homosexuality.  But  be  believes  such 
fears  are  unfounded. 

“Our  message  is  that  homosexuality  is 
a legitimate  expression  of  one’s  sexuality. 
Recruiting  gays  is  not  the  point  of  the 
groups.  We  are  not  proselytizing.  What 
we  offer  is  a place  for  those  young  people 
who  are  wrestling  with  homosexual,  lesbi- 
an or  bisexual  feelings  to  enjoy  an  atmo- 
sphere of  free  debate  and  support  for 
whatever  they  are  doing,  so  that  they 
come  to  accept  themselves  for  what  they 
are:  straight,  gay  or  anything  in  between. 

“There  are  so  many  young  people  who 
cannot  find  support  anywhere  else,  who 
feel  their^ttresdon^tQ.memb!^  , 

same  sex  is  something' they  cannof  discuss" ' 
with  anyone,  and  truly  believe  that  if 
their  secret  comes  out  their  lives  will 
end.” 

BESIDES  DISCUSSING  individual 
problems  and  offering  support,  the 
groups  bear  guest  speakers  who  address 
some  of  their  concerns  about  the  future. 
The  guests  have  included  psychologists, 
AIDS  educators,  academic  experts,  and 
parents  of  gays  and  lesbians. 

Dvora  Luz,  the  mother  of  a 32-year-old 
gay  man,  has  visited  the  youth  groups  to 
offer  them  advice  on  breaking  the  news  of 
their  sexual  orientation  to  their  families. 

“I  tell  them  to  be  patient,  to  come  out 


slowly,  not  to  throw  it  in  their  parents’ 
face.  Many  parents  are  so  completely  tak- 
en by  surprise.  The  child  has  gone 
through  a long  process  of  coming  to  terms 
with  being  gay.  For  the  parents,  it  is  a big 
shock.  Many  just  don’t  want  to  cope  with 
it  or  deal  with  it.  It  is  touching  how  the 
kids  in  the  groups  reach  out  to  me.  They 
seem  so  hungry  for  affection  from  some- 
body who  is  a mother.” 

Luz  runs  support  groups  for  parents  of 
gays  of  all  ages  in  Tel  Aviv  and  Haifa.  She 
says  that  the  three  most  predominant 
emotions  are  fear  that  their  child  will 
contract  AIDS,  sadness  that  their  child 
may  never  produce  grandchildren,  and  a 


feeling  of  shame  and  embarrassment  over 
what  other  family  members  or  what  the 
neighbors  will  say. 

“I  went  through  this  myself,”  Luz  said. 
“I  was  ashamed.  But  today  I am  ashamed 
that  I was  ashamed.  Now  when  people 
ask  me  what  I do  in  my  free  time,  I tell 
them  right  out  that  my  son  is  homosexual 
and  I counsel  other  parents  of  homosex- 
uals. If  they  have  a problem  with  that,  I 
say  the  hell  with  them/* 

Nava,  a school  principal  in  the  Haifa 
region,  not  only  initiated  the  parents'  sup- 
port group  in  her  area,  but  is  taking  an 
active  role  in  ensuring  that  students  in  the 
greater  Haifa  area  have  somewhere  to 
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Full  month

THE  shouts  of  the  demons 
strators  who  disrupted  foe) 
memorial  service  for  gay*, 
and  lesbian  victims  of  the  HoJo-j, 
caust  at  Yad  Vashem  earlier  this  - 
week,  and  the  shouting  match  on -l 
rTV*s  Popoiilika  talk  show  thaij 
evening,  sharply  illustrated  theft 
hostility  that  gays  and  lesbians  still 
face  here. 

Yet  homosexuals  have  made„, 
vast  progress  in  recent  years  in  13 
improving  their  legal  status  and.: 
their  visibility  in  the  media.  They# 
also  encounter  greater  tolerance 
« by  the  public.  The  extent  of  gay.*, 
pride  celebrations  over  the  past  - 
three  years  indicates  the  success;! 
that  the  organized  gay  community;;, 
has  enjoyed  and  the  growth  of  its^ 
institutions. 

From  1989  until  1992.  the  Israeli.  . 
lesbian  and  homosexual  commu-; 
nity  had  marked  a day  of  pride  ■„ 
each  year.  Last  year,  for  the  firsts 
time,  there  was  a successful  Gay-q 
Pride  week,  including  a very  pub- . 
lie  open-air  “happening"  in  the;- 
park  on  Shcinkin  Street  in  Tel 
Aviv.  This  year,  the  entire  month,; 
of  June  has  been  tagged  Gay  Pride 
Month  by  the  Society  for  the  Pro-,- 
lection  of  Personal  Rights. 

These  are  some  of  the  commu-.  - 
nity's  achievements:

Court  case  against  El  Al.  claiming 
that  his  homosexual  partner,, 
should  receive  free  airline  tickets", 
just  as  the  spouses  of  other  era-., 
ployees  do.

The  resV 
of  the  month  has  been  crammed;

A “happening"  similar  to  the* 
event  in  the  Sheinkin  Street  park 
last  year,  will  be  held  at  the  TeL 
Aviv  Cinematheque  at  the  end 
the  month.

Nava  first  suspected  her  son  was  homo- 
sexual when  he  was  15  or  16  and  began 
disappearing  for  hours  at  a time  and  be- 
haved distantly.  “What  bothered  roe  was 
when  he  would  go  away  and  not  say  where 
he  was  going;  everything  was  secret.  I 
started  to  imagine  the  worst,  the  terrible 
things  he  could  be  hiding  — involvement  in 
a cult  or  drugs." 

She  was  scared  most  by  his  moods, 
depression  and  even  talk  of  death.  She 
was  so  worried  that  he  might  try  suicide 
that  she  would  follow  him  when  she  saw 
he  was  depressed. 

She  asked  him  once  if  he  was  gay.  He 
denied  it.  Hie  second  time  she  asked,  he 
said  that  he  was.  She  had  suspected  it  for 
so  long  that  the  news  did  not  come  as  a 
shock.  Instead,  she  felt  relief  that  the  wall 
of  secrecy  no  longer  existed. 

“I  felt  like  a stone  was  lifted  off  of  my 
bean,  it  was  like  my  son  was  born  again." 

Though  both  are  open  with  friends  and 
family  about  his  homosexuality,  Nava 
asked  that  her  real  name  not  be  used  for 
the  article  because  her  son.  who  is  now 
20.  has  not  “come  out”  at  the  army  base 
where  he  currently  serves. 

Working  inside  the  education  system, 
Nava  was  troubled  by  the  fact  that  many 
school  counselors  seemed  utterly  unpre- 
pared if  a student  came  to  them  with 
concerns  about  homosexual  orientation. 

Working  together  with  Dr.  Datia  Lo- 
renz. supervisor  for  school  counselors  in 
the  Haifa  region.  Nava  helped  organize 
an  unprecedented  meeting  in  March  of 
more  than  60  counselors  from  across  the 
Haifa  region.  At  the  meeting,  the  coun- 
selors heard  from  experts,  homosexual 
youths  and  their  parents. 

Lorenz  stressed  that  while  it  should  not 
be  school  policy  to  legitimize  or  delegiti- 
mize  homosexual  life-styles,  the  educa- 
tion system  is  responsible  for  the  well- 
being  of  students,  and  research  has  shown 
that  troubled  young  people  coping  with 
homosexuality  have  a high  tendency  to 
turn  to  drugs,  alchohol  and  suicide  as  a 
result  of  their  loneliness  and  feeling  of 
isolation. 

“I  see  it  as  my  job  to  worry  about  the 
well-being  of  the  children,  and  help  them 
develop  their  potential.  When  these  chil- 
dren tell  me  they  feel  alone,  that  there  is 
nobody  to  talk  to,  nowhere  to  get  infor- 
mation, we  need  to  find  ways  to  help.  It  is 
the  counselor’s  job  to  be  on  foe  student's 
side." 

In  addition  to  educating  the  counselors. 
Lorenz  is  ensuring  that  school  libraries 
are  stocked  with  literature  that  explains 
homosexuality  and  that  Haifa  teenagers 
questioning  their  sexuality  have  access  to 
foe  SPPR’s  hotline  numbers. 

There  is  no  formal  support  group  for 
gay  teenagers  in  Haifa,  Lorenz  explained, 
because  it  is  illegal  for  an  adult  to  convene 
a group  of  mi  dots  , except  under  the  aus- 
pices of  an  organization  like  the  munici- 
pality or  foe  school  system.  Allowing  the 
meeting  to  take  place  in  school,  she  feels, 
is  a step  beyond  the  school’s  responsibil- 
ity. According  to  Nava,  some  of  the  Haifa 
youths  have  been  in  contact  with  Mayor 
Amram  Mitzna  to  find  an  authorized 
meeting  place.  . 

. . . Nava  explains  her  activism  on  behalf  of 
gay  youths  as  stemming  from  purely  self- 
ish motives:' her  maternal  desire  to  keep 
her  son  near  her. 

“If  I could  choose  for  my  son,  I would 
not  choose  for  him  to  be  gay.  But  I don't 
want  him  to  leave  the  country,  even  if  it  is 
easier  for  him  in  Los  Angeles  or  Holland. 
I think  that,  underneath,  this  is  why  I am 
becoming  so  active.  I'm  trying  to  make  it 
easier  for  him  to  stay  dose  to  me." 

Ido  very  much  wants  to  stay  in  Israel, 
because  of  his  attachment  to  his  parents 
and  his  sisters.  He  worries,  however,  that 
be  may  never  find  his  partner  for  life  here, 
since  foe  pool  of  gay  men  interested  in  the 
kind  of  serious  partnership  he  wants  is 
limited. 


Likud  may  be  on  the  move,  but  it’s  still  being  passed  by 
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ON  a recent  Saturday  night 
about  1,000  Likud  mem- 
bers demonstrated  outside 
the  Neveh  Avivim  home  of  For- 
eign Minister  Shimon  Peres. 
Among  them  was  Likud  Knesset 
faction  chairman  Moshe  Katsav. 
A passerby  buttonholed  him  and 
asked:  "Where’s  the  Likud?  Why 
don’t  we  see  it  here?  Why  are 
there  no  demonstrations?" 

Katsav  likes  to  repeat  this  story 
to  illustrate  the  state  of  the  Likud. 
“There  I was.  There  was  the  Li- 
kud. There  we  were  demonstrat- 


ing. But  despite  what  was  going  on 
right  under  the  man’s  nose,  he 
complained  that  we  weren’t  there, 
that  nothing  was  happening.  Yet 
be  didn't  join  the  protest.” 

Among  those  close  to  Likud 
leader  Binyamin  Netanyahu,  sev- 
eral reasons  are  given  for  this  phe- 
nomenon, but  no  one  knows  the 
remedy. 

At  the  level  of  Katsav’s  passer- 
by, tbe  explanation  is  essentially 
psychological.  The  rank  and  file,  a 
top  Netanyahu  aide  admits,  “are 
frustrated.  They  feel  sold  out  by

what  they  see  as  capitulation  to 
the  PLO.  though  nothing  can  be 
done  so  long  as  the  government 
musters  thin  Knesset  majorities. 
People  don’t  like  foe  idea  that 
their  party  can  do  no  more  under 
the  circumstances,  so  they  direct 
their  anger  at  the  party." 

Beyond  that,  he  argues,  al- 
though “the  Likud  is  Israel’s  larg- 
est party  - in  terms  of  dues-payers 
- it's  hard  to  mobilize  members  to 
take  part  in  protests.  The  Likud 
may  bring  in  foe  bulk  of  the  na- 
tional camp  vote,  but  it's  the  vote 
of  mostly  stay-at-home  average 
citizens.  They  are  unlike  the  Gush 
Emunim  diehards  who  take  to  the 


streets  and  are  easily  mobilized 
because  they  form  small  cohesive 
groups  around  synagogues  and 
settlements,  where  they  are  orga- 
nized and  primed  for  action." 

Adding  to  the  disaffection  of 
Katsav’s  passerby,  Netanyahu 
maintains,  is  “a  group  of  left-lean- 
ing journalists  who  targeted  Ne- 
tanyahu as  public  enemy  No.  1 the 
minute  he  won  foe  Likud  leader- 
ship last  year.  They  deny  Netan- 
yahu coverage  and  then  claim  he’s 
inactive.  An  analysis  commis- 
sioned by  the  Likud  of  foe  March 
broadcasts  on  ITV  showed  that 
the  ratio  between  the  appearances 
of  foe  prime  minister  and  of  foe 
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head  of  foe  opposition  was  14:1. 

This  is  hardly  how  it  was  when 
Yitzhak  Shamir  was  premier. 

Worse  is  what  the  Netanyahu 
aide  calls  “assassination  by  innu- 
endo. Nothing  concrete  is  ever 
produced  except  repeated  refer- 
ences to  Netanyahu’s  ‘failures* 
and  ‘declining  popularity,’  though 
no  one  defines  foe  failure." 

Asked  about  it,  Netanyahu  re- 
plies: "Tbe  problem  lies  in  foe 
question.  If  a few  columnists  keep 
asking  it  long  enough,  they  create 
impressions  which  are  soon  taken 
as  given  facts." 

The  story  of  Dan  Meridor  is  a 
case  in  point.  For  weeks,  the  pa- 
pers have  been  carrying  reports  of 
a challenge  to  Netanyahu  by  for- 
mer justice  minister  Dan  Meridor. 
The  one  proponent  of  the  idea  is 
MK  David  Magen. 

Meridor  has  consistently  denied 
the  speculation,  but  to  no  avail. 
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“It’s  unthinkable  for  the  Likud  to 
be  kept  in  a constant  strain  of 
competition,”  Meridor  says.  “A 
primary  was  held,  a chairman  was 
elected,  and  he  mustn’t  be  chal- 
lenged at  every  turn." 

Nearly  all  Likud  pundits  agree 
that  Meridor  is  foe  least  likely  to 
take  Netanyahu  on.  The  former 
minister  lacks  tbe  temperament 
and  massive  popularity  to  create 
the  upheaval  it  would  take  for  the 
party  to  dump  Netanyahu  and  call 
him  to  carry  tbe  flag. 

Meridor  would  probably  appeal 
to  foe  same  segment  of  the  Likud 
that  backed  his  good  friend  Berniy 
Begin  in  the  1993  primary,  but 
gave  him  only  15%  of  the  vote, 
despite  foe  magic  name  and  the 
biting  wit,  two  attributes  Meridor 
lacks. 

Moreover,  Meridor’s  gentle- 
manly manner  wouldn’t  endear 
him  to  Ariel  Sharon  or  David 
Levy  any  more  than  Mosbe 
Areas's  professorial  demeanor 
did.  “They  would  eat  Dan  alive, 
without  salt.”  comments  an  MK 
who  supported  Begin  last  year. 

But  Meridor  is  the  Likudnik 
most  loved  by  the  left  because  of 
his  soft-spoken  style  and  seeming 
moderation.  Hie  Begin  supporter 
explained  that,  “by  boosting  him, 
the  left  uses  Meridor  to  knock  Ne- 
tanyahu. The  left  can't  boost  Shar- 
on because  it  hates  him  and  it 
can’t  promote  Levy  due  to  his  im- 
age problems.  So  they  use  poor 
Dan,  who  never  comes  out  against 
Bibi,  and  Dan  can  do  nothing 
about  it.” 

The  carping  comments  of  Ne- 
tanyahu's nemeses  inside  the  Li- 
kud - Sharon  and  Levy  - continu- 
ously delight  the  media  and  affect 
the  perceptions  of  Katsav’s  pass- 
erby. This  is  what  happened  re- 


cently when  Levy  rebuffed  Netan^, 
yahu's  peace  bid,  and  last  week 
when  Sharon  suddenly  announced-, 
he  would  run  for  prime  minister.. 

Sharon's  challenge  is  distinctly.; 
d6jk  vu.  In  foe  past,  be  prudently^ 
withdrew  from  most  showdowns^ 
as  he  did  on  the  eve  of  foe  Likud 
primary.  He  has  no  organized  sup-.* 
port  in  the  party  and  no  faction..* 
No  single  MK  backs  him.  The  bal- 
ance of  forces  inside  the  Likud' 
makes  Sharon  unlikely  to  actually- 
run  against  Netanyahu. 

He  also  couldn't  fail  but  note, 
that  Levy,  who  does  have  follow^, 
ere  and  a faction,  won  only  a quar- , 
ter  of  the  votes  last  year  and  is  at  a 
dead  end.  Levy’s  one  option  fort 
changing  foe  situation  is  to  bolt«, 
foe  Likud  as  former  finance  minis*' 
ter  Yitzhak  Moda’i  did;  and  be 
would  fare  no  better.  . 

Netanyahu,  in  fact,  showed 
both  Levy  and  Sharon  foe  door 
when  he  urged  Sharon  to  quit  foe 
party.  Netanyahu’s  aide  saidfi 
“Should  .either  Sharon  or  LevyS 
cause  trouble,  Netanyahu  is  now  - 
determined  to  expel  them.  It’d  be- 
less  damaging  now  than  on  the  eve 
of  elections.”  r 

The  odds  are  that  both  will  coni 
tinue  to  generate  bad  press  fo{. 
Netanyahu  and  fuel  the  vague  dts^ 
content  of  Katsav's  passerby.  Thhq 
is  just  what  Sharon  did  when  h5j 
threw  his  hat  in  foe  ring.  He  gavetj 
as  his  reason  “the  Likud’s  inactioq  , 
and  failure  to  bring  out  demon> 
strators.  The  Likud  is  not  oul 
there  in  the  street."  * 

Later  that  day,  3,000  Likuqr 
demonstrators,  led  by  Netanyahu, 
filled  foe  street  outside  the  De-, 
fense  Ministry  in  Tel  Aviv.  Shar& 
on’s  car  was  spotted  speeding; 
past.  He  didn't  stop  to  join  the-, 
protest.  - 
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.-|k  TOW  flui  Israel  is  with* 
J^kl  itawicg  from  territories  it 
X i wm  ra  1967..—  something 
the.  world  media  have  been 
preacbiagrrfor  years  - reporters 
seem  to  beseandirag  for  fresh  ca- 
lamities fbr:  which  Israel,  can  be 
Warned!  .

A three-part  television  series 
produced  by  Britain’s  Channel  4 
and  narrated  by  The  Indepen- 
dents, Middle -East  correspondent 
Robert  Fisk  sets  out  to  prove  this 
proportion. 

Called  Beirut  to  Bosnia , the  se- 
ries was  recently  shown  in  the  US 
on  the  Discovery  rianneL  It  is 
being  screened  globally. ' 

Tbe  tone  is  set  by  TV  personal- 
ity John  Palmer’s  introduction: 
"October  23, 1983,  a truck  loaded 
with  more  than  600  pounds  of  ex- 
plosives crashes  into  the  US  Ma- 
rine barracks  in  Beirut.  Two-hun- 
dred-and-farty-o  ne  Americans  are 
killed  ...  Americans  quickly  learn 


that  a group  o*F  Lebanese  Moslems 
claimed  responsibility  for  the 
attack. 

“But  no  doubt  few  of  us  heard 
of  the  slaughter  of  hundreds  of 
Palestinians  by  a Lebanese  Chris- 
tian mOitia  supported  by  Israel 
and  the  United  Stalest; 

“The  US  also  supported  the 
Balfour  Declaration,  which  led  to 
the  creation  of  the  State  of  Israel 
out  of.  Palestinian  land  in  1948. 
The  Jewish  daim  to  the  land  re- 
sulted in  the  exodus  of  hundreds 
of  thousands  of  Palestinians  from 
their  homes. . * 

.-“Angry,  threatened  and  in- 
spired by  die  zeal  of  lslamicfun- 
damcntalism,  Moslem  extremists 
are  striking  back  at  the  West. 
What  is  it  in  the  Islamic  faith  that 
motivates  young  men  to  kill  and 
be  killed  in  the  name  of  Allah? 

“For  an  answer  and  to  find  out 
why  fundamentalist  Moslems  feel 
the  West  has  betrayed  them,  we 
will  go  where  few  Westerners  have 
gone,  inside  tbe  Moslem  world, 
frdm  Beirut  to  Bosnia.” 

Fisk  then  takes  over  with  a de- 
scription of  the  Israeli  invasion  of 
Lebanon  accompanied  by  the  usu- 
al hair-raising  pictures. 

“During  those  hot,  frightening 
months  I watched  Moslems  die  in 
near  thousands,  killed-  by  tbe  Is- 
raelis by  weaponry  for  the  most 
part  made  in  America. 


“And  if  Israel  was  their  enemy, 
was  it  so  surprising  that  so  many 
Moslems  came  to  regard  America 
as  their  enemy  too?  We  watched 
them  die  in  the  hospitals,  burned, 
crushed. 

“We  even  saw  babies  who  bad 
been  killed  by  Israeli  phosphorous 
shells  ...  In  the  refugee  camps  of 
Sabra  and  S barilla.  Israel’s  allies 
slaughtered  hundreds  of  Palestin- 
ians while  the  Israelis  watched.” 

There  is  never  a mention  of  the 
reasons  for  tbe  war.  nor  of  the 
PLO.  The  viewer  is  led  to  believe 
that  the  Israelis  simply  felt  one 
day  like  invading  a peaceful  coun- 
try for  the  sole  purpose  of  ravag- 
ing the  land,  occupying  it  and  kill- 
ing its  people. 

Israel  is  “colonizing  our  coun- 
try,” as  one  Lebanese  puts  it  on 
screen. 

FISK  WORRIES  about  the  resi- 
due of  resentment  in  the  West  for 
the  Moslem  hostage-takers  in  Bei- 
rut (“an  especially  dark  ride  of 
militant  Islam,”  as  Fisk  puts  it). 

But  he  has  a ready  explanation 
to  put  their  minds  at  ease. 

“Britons  and  Americans  spent 
years  in  prisons  like  this,”  says

They  murdered  Jews  (and  Ar- 
abs cooperating  with  us)  before 
the  Declaration  of  Principles,  be- 
fore our  1967  “occupation,”  be- 
fore 1948.  even  before  the  Balfour 
Declaration.

Fisk  as  the  camera  shows  a prison. 
“We  publicized  their  plight,  but 
we  largely  ignored  the  suffering  of 
17,000  Lebanese  who  were  also 
kidnapped,  almost  al!  of  whom 
were  murdered  by  their  captors. 
Several  Lebanese  were  murdered 
in  this  very  prison." 

Even  the  most  sophisticated 
viewer  could  hardly  be  blamed  for 
surmising  from  Fisk’s  recitation 
that  it  was  the  Israelis  - not  the 
Syrians.  Lebanese  and  Palestin- 
ians - who  kidnapped  17,000  Leb- 
anese and  tortured  them  to  death. 

Fisk  allows  that  at  least  two  hos- 
tages - his  close  friend  American 
journalist  Terry  Anderson  and 
British  colleague  John  McCarthy 
- were  “truly  innocent.” 

(This  recalls  a remark  by  a 
French  politician  following  a Paris 
bombing  by  Islamic  terrorists: 
“The  bomb  killed  not  only  Jews 
but  some  innocent  people,  too.") 

But,  as  a Lebanese  who  tried  to 
assassinate  the  shah’s  last  prime 
minister  explains  on  screen,  next 
to  the  suffering  of  the  Moslems  m 
tbe  hands  of  Israel,  the  incarcera- 
tion of  hostages  is  a minor 
discomfort.

ring  to  hostages  who  died  in  pris- 
on, or  to  the  six  journalists  who 
were  murdered  by  the  Syrians,  or 
to  the  over  100.000  people  killed 
by  Syrians,  the  PLO,  and  Chris- 
tian and  Moslem  militias  in  Leba- 
non. 

And  to  provide  the  ultimate  ra- 
tionalization for  hostage-taking, 
Fisk  shows  pictures  of  Khiarn  pris- 
on which,  he  says,  “give  no  idea  of 
the  conditions  inside.'' 

He  describes  it  not  as  a prison 
used  by  the  South  Lebanon  Army 
but  a jail  where  300  Shi’ites,  only 
“some  of  whom  are  captured 
guerrillas."  are  held  by  “Israel’s 
militia  allies." 

Asserting  that,  according  to 
Amnesty  International,  torture 
there  is  routine,  he  has  a man 
describe  electric-wire  torture. 

And  he  getsa  Red  Cross  man  to 
decry  the  prisoners’  inability  to 
receive  visits  from  the  Interna- 
tional Red  Cross. 

At  this  point  Fisk’s  purpose  be- 
comes clean  “It  sounds  ...  as  if 
these  people,  in  a way,  are  hos- 
tages ...  We  used  to  hear  an  awful 
lot  about  Western  hostages;  why 
no  fuss  from  anyone  about  these 
people?" 


seem  bad,  but  all  they  are  doing  is 
imitating  Israel’s  allies,  who  .also 
bold  “hostages.” 

AT  THE  end  of  the  first  part  of 
the  series,  best  John  Palmer  con- 
dudes:  “The  peace  accord  returns 
limited  self-rule  to  Palestinians  in 
the  Gaza  Strip  and  Jericho.  But ... 
the  Hizbullah  and  other  extremist 
Moslem  organizations  pledge  to 
keep  on  fighting  until  Israel  with- 
draws from  alt  historic  Palestinian 
lands  and  South  Lebanon.” 

One  begins  to  wonder  if  the 
constant  repetition  of  these  falla- 
cies has  actually  made  journalists 
believe  what  they  are  saying. 

Do  Palmer  and  Fisk  really  think 
that  Palestinians  once  had  “self- 
rule,”  or  any  other  kind  of  rule, 
which  is  now  being  relumed  to 
them? 

Do  they  really  believe  there  is 
such  a thing  as  “historic  Palestin- 
ian lands”? 

The  second  and  third  pans  are. 
if  anything,  more  insidious.  Fisk 
visits  a Holocaust  survivor  in  Acre 
who  lives  in  whai  Fisk  claims  used 
to  be  the  home  of  a Palestinian 
friend  now  living  in  Lebanon. 

He  juxtaposes  the  story  of  the 
Arab  who  was  "forced”  to  leave 
his  home  by  the  Israelis  with  the 
storv  of  the  Acre  Jew  who  was 


The  implication  is  all  too  dear. 
The  Jews  might  have  been  victims 
of  the  Nazis,  but  now  they  are 
doing  to  the  Palestinian  Arabs 
what  the  Nazis  did  to  them. 

The  story  of  the  Holocaust  sur- 
vivor also  provides  some  spurious 
even-handedness.  Not  only  Arab 
suffering  is  mentioned,  but  Jewish 
suffering,  too. 

But  except  for  a one-minute 
conversation  with  a couple  of  set- 
tlers who  talk  of  Israel’s  God-giv- 
en right  to  be  on  this  hind  (oh. 
how  the  media  love  fanatic-sound- 
ing Jews!),  this  two-hour-long  sc- 
ries has  not  one  word  representing 
the  Israeli  view. 

This  omission  is  perhaps  the 
mostsiartling  aspect  of  this  “docu- 
mentary.” 

Not  the  slightest  effort  is  made 
to  appear  journalistically  honest. 
It  is  a straight,  unabashed  propa- 
ganda film,  recalling  some  of  (he 
crudest  Nazi  and  Soviet  efforts. 

That  it  should  be  produced  hy 
one  of  the  most  respected  British 
television  companies,  and 
screened  on  one  of  America’s 
most  prestigious  channels,  is  a 
commentary  not  so  much  on  the 
state  of  anti-Jewish  sentiment  in 
the  world  as  on  the  standards  of 
what  passes  for  television  journal- 
ism.

LSHLOMO  RISKIN 


UNTIL  the  middle  of  the 
18fh  century,  the  over- 
whelming majority  of 
those  who  called  themselves  Jews 
were  totally  committed  to  the  tra- 
dition of  our  Written  and  Oral 
Tora,  observing  the  Sabbath  and 
Festivals,  praying  regularly, 
studying  our  sacred  texts. 

Then  came  the  Emancipation 
( haskala ),  and  everything 
changed.  Today  the  majority  of 
Jews  call  themselves  secular,  and 
are  estranged  from  our  heritage. 

How  do  we  look  at  such  Jews? 
On  whom  do  we  place  the  blame 
for  this  alienation? 

A trenchant  commentary  of  the 
Ramban  (Nahmanides)  provides  a 
fascinating  perspective,  suggesting 
that  this  week's  portion  deals  with 
these  questions. 

As  the  portion  opens,  God  com- 
mands Moses  to  gather  12  tribal 
leaders  to  scout  the  land  which  the 
Israelites  are  about  to  inherit  But 
their  subsequent  report  turns  the 
nation's  dream  into  a nightmare. 

Despite  the  miracles  wrought 
against  the  Egyptians,  the  Divine 
emanation  from,  Sinai,  and  the 
manna  from  heaven,  the  people 
remain  frightened,  feeling  them- 
selves to  be  weak  in  comparison  to 
the  inhabitants  of  Canaan. 

- Obviously,  the  dust  of  exile  still 


clings  to  their  souls.  Forty  years 
were  simply  not  enough  to  make 
the  journey  from  exile  to  freedom. 
The  timid  generation  will  die  out 
before  ever  setting  foot  in  the 
Land,  not  so  much  as  a punish- 
ment, but  as  the  ultimate  reflec- 
tion of  their  own  fears. 

It  will  take  far  longer  to  get 
Egypt  out  of  the  Jews  than  it  did  to 
take  the  Jews  out  of  Egypt! 

In  tbe  midst  of  all  this,  the  Tora 
records  a commandment  which 
seems  out  of  place:  the  require- 
ment to  separate  the  “first  portion 
of  your  kneading"  as  an  offering 
to  the  priests  “when  you  come 
into  your  land."  (Numbers  15:20) 

But  on  further  reflection,  this 
law  has  great  significance.  Ap- 
pearing after  the  debacle  of  the  12 
spies,  it  captures  the  essence  of 
what  the  Jewish  people  will  be 
lacking  as  a result  of  remaining  in 
the  desert. 

There  is  nothing  in  civilized  life 
more  basic  than  bread;  now  that  a 
whole  generation  of  males  won't 
be  entering  the  Land,  they  will 
never  know  bow  sweet  and  good 
bread  can  taste  when  one  pro- 
duces one’s  own  from  one's  own 
Land.  This  lack  of  faith  and  com- 
mitment dooms  them  to  continue 
as  a spiritual  welfare  state,  a 
“manna-receiving"  society. 

But  the  following  passage  seems 
even  more  out  of  context:  “And  if 
you  have  erred,  and  not  observed 
all  these  commandments.  - by  ig- 
norance, without  the  knowledge 


of  the  congregation,  all  the  con- 
gregation shall  offer  one  young 
bullock  for  a burnt  offering...  and 
it  shall  be  forgiven  them."  (Num. 
15:22-25) 

Why  are  sacrificial  details,  per- 
haps more  suitable  to  the  Book  of 
Leviticus,  placed  here  in  the  Book 
of  Numbers?  Commentators  are 
also  bewildered  by  the  phrase,  “all 
these  commandments.”  Is  it  possi- 
ble for  an  entire  nation  to  violate 
all  of  the  Ton’s  commandments? 

Nahmanides  provides  a master- 
ful interpretation  which,  when 
slightly  expanded  upon,  explains 
the  placement  of  the  following 
passage  as  well.  The  Jews,  upset 
that  they  cannot  capture  Israel, 
complain;  they  even  speak  of  ap- 
pointing a new  leader  to  take  them 
back  into  slavery! 

We  have  to- understand  the  im- 
plications of  the  desire  to  return  to 
a pre-Sinaitic  moment  in  history. 
“Back  to  Egypt"  means  no  Ten 
Commandments,  no  obligation  to 
Tora,  and  a fall  back  through  the 
49  gates  of  impurity. 

Clearly,  such  a desire  is  tanta- 
mount to  a violation  of  the  entire 
Tora. 

But  tins  time,  explains  Nah- 
manides. the  Israelites  were  not  at 
fault,  or  at  least  cannot  be  consid- 
ered premeditated  sinners.  The  10 
“princes"  of  the  tribes,  the  leaders 
of  the  people,  have  recommended 
an  end  to  the  dream  of  a Promised 
Land.  Is  it  any  wonder  that  tbe 
people  are  devastated? 

What  these  10  leaders  were  say-

Yet  these  people  are  not  sin- 
ners; they  are,  explains  Maimoni- 
des  (in  effect  agreeing  with  Nah- 
manides). like  infants  captured  by 
heathens,  innocents  who  never  re- 
ceived a proper  Jewish  education. 
They  must  be  restored  to  our  faith 
with  love  - and  certainly  not  be 
condemned.  (Laws  of  Momrim. 
3:8) 

The  rank  and  file  require,  and 
deserve,  inspired  leadership,  char- 
acterized neither  by  political  ex- 
pertise nor  financial  success,  but 
rather  by  faith  and  commitment. 

Potential  leaders  of  this  type 
must  be  found  and  nurtured. 

A great  hassidic  rebbe,  upon 
seeing  a train  .for  tbe  fiist  time, 
declared  with  wonder:  “How  true- 
to-life  is  this  invention!

How  did  we  know  they  wouldn’t 
decide  we  were  threats  to  French 
security  and  public  order?  What 
could  we  .have  done  if  they  had 
arrested  us  just  for  being  there? 

SPOKESMEN  for  the  right  often 
argue  that  rf  the  Israeli  presence  in 
Hebron  is  not  legitimate,  we  can- 
not justify  our  presence  in  Tel 
Aviv  either.  The  image  of  our  sons 
in  their  IDF  uniforms  shows  what 
a silly  argument  this  is. 

That  uniform  doesn't  mean  the 
same  thing  in  both  plaoes.  In  He- 
bron (not  to  mention  Jenin,  Tul- 
karm, Nablus,  and  Ramallah)  it 
stands  for  oppression  and  attracts 


feel  no  kinship  with  the  majority 
of  the  inhabitants. 

The  only  way  to  resolve  our 
conflict  with  the  Palestinians  is  to 
talk  about  human  beings  and  hu- 
man rights,  about  the  people  who 
currently  live  here,  rather  than 
talking  about  “The  Land." 

It  is  absurd  for  Jews  to  claim 
. that  the  Arab  cities  of  the  West 
Bank  are  an  integral  part  of  our 
modern  homeland,  no  matter  how 
deeply  connected  they  once  were 
with  ancient  Jewish  history  - just 
as  it  is  absurd  for  Palestinians  to 
imagine  that  tbe  Jews  who  now 
live  on  tbe  sites  of  their  towns  and 
villages  will  evaporate.  They  can 
no  more  make  us  disappear  than 
we  can  do  away  with  them. 

Zionist  pride  in  the  IDF  uni- 
form is  a mark  of  political  realism. 
Realistically  speaking,  the  valida- 
tion of  our  historic  daim  to  the 


the  occupied  territories,  is  dearly 
a forfeiture  of  our  daim  on  that 
area. 

Not  only  did  the  dtizens  of  Isra- 
el vote  to  replace  the  Likud  gov- 
ernment; even  before  then , except 
for  a very  small  minority  (roughly 
3 percent),  they  voted  with  their 
feet,  throughout  the  occupation. 
They  voted  not  to  five  in  the  terri- 
tories. Despite  extremist  rhetoric, 
“the  people”  (both  Israelis  and 
Palestinians)  understand  the  dif- 
ference between  Hebron  and  Tel 
Aviv; 

Most  of  us  will  be  relieved  when 
those  who  proudly  wear  the  uni- 
form of  the  IDF  once  again  stand 
ready  to  defend  Israel  against  ex- 
ternal enemies  rather  than  patrol 
the  streets  of  Arab  towns,  where 
they  represent  an  occupying  pow- 
er, dodging  stones  and  shooting 
teenage  rioters.

Buyout  bid  puts 
vacationing 
moguls  on  edge 


A British  couple  are  waiting 
nervously  in  the  wings  for 
their  encore  in  retailing, 

Allison  Kaplan  Sommer  writes 


VERA  and  Gerald  Weisfeld 
have  some  advice  for  tour- 
ists. Don't  bother  coming 
to  Israel  when  you  are  in  the  midst 
of  a tense  bidding  war  for  a com- 
pany worth  millions  in  the  United 
Kingdom  - you  won't  see  much  of 
the  country. 

The  couple  were  visiting  last 
week  from  Glasgow,  hoping  to 
sightsee  and  celebrate  their  en- 
dowment of  a chair  at  Tel  Aviv 
University. 

But  they  spent  most  of  their 
time  glued  to  the  telephone  and 
the  fax  machine  in  their  hotel 
suite,  waiting  to  hear  last-minute 
developments  in  their  struggle  to 
purchase  a wounded  giant  of  a 
retailing  chain  in  England. 

Even  dressed  up,  about  to  leave 
for  an  elegant  evening  on  the 
town,  they  seemed  on  edge  as  they 
sat  in  their  suite  overlooking  the 
Mediterranean. 

Vera,  blonde,  blue-eyed  and 
well  turned  out,  was  able,  at  least, 
to  stay  on  the  sofa,  but  Gerald 
jumped  up  every  five  minutes  to 
head  for  the  telephone. 

Little  wonder  they  were  on 
edge.  The  couple's  bid  to  bail  out 
the  ailing  Poundstretcher  chain  of 
British  discount  stores  had  taken 
them  for  a roller-coaster  ride  over 
the  past  several  months. 

They  knew  that  if  they  became 
Poundstretcher's  rescuers,  it 
would  mark  a dramatic  return  to 
the  world  of  British  retail  after  a 
four-year  hiatus. 

“When  we  sold  out  [our  dis- 
count retail  chain],  we  didn't  sell 
our  brains,”  Vera  said.  *‘We  have 
30  years  of  retailing  experience. 
This  opportunity  fit  our  talents 
like  a glove.” 

More  than  20  years  ago  they 


opened  a small  discount  store  at 
the  seedier  end  of  Glasgow's  main 
thoroughfare  and  built  it  into  a 
chain  of  successful  discount  out- 
lets called  What  Everyone  Wants. 

After  the  company  grew  to  the 
point  that  it  had  1,800  employees, 
and  over  half  a million  square  feet 
of  selling  space,  the  Weisfelds  sold 
it  for  a whopping  £50  million.  The 
sale  catapulted  them  into  the 
ranks  of  the  United  Kingdom's 
rich  and  famous. 

Since  that  sale  four  years  ago, 
the  Weisfelds  have  spent  most  of 
their  time  managing  and  enjoying 
their  wealth. 

But  apparently  the  chance  of  an 
encore  performance  in  the  retail 
world  was  enough  to  tempt  them 
away  from  their  life  of  leisure. 

Poundstretcher  seemed  to  be 
the  perfect  opportunity.  The 
chain,  owned  by  the  Brown  and 
Jackson  company,  currently  em- 
ploys more  than  4,000  workers 
and  operates  230  stores  in  the  UK. 

But  it  is  in  dire  straits.  For  the 
past  three  years,  the  company  has 
shown  steady  losses,  and  suppliers 
are  threatening  to  withhold  goods 
until  they  have  been  paid. 

In  the  first  quarter,  the  compa- 
ny showed  losses  of  between  £6m. 
and  £9m.,  with  sales  plummeting 
10%  and  share  prices  dropping  ac- 
cordingly. 

As  late  as  mid-April  it  seemed 
certain  that  the  Weisfelds  would 
be  the  white  knights  who  would 
save  Poundstretcher. 

The  company’s  board  fully  sup- 
ported the  Weisfelds'  offer  to  in- 
ject £6m.  into  the  company,  which 
would  give  them  a 19%  stake, 
with  an  option  to  later  increase 
their  holding  to  41%. 

They  would  then  step  in  as  con- 


sultants to  the  company,  using  the 
expertise  that  made  What  Every- 
one Wants  a success  to  turn  the 
stores  around. 

Everything  was  going  along 
smoothly  until  the  first  week  of 
May,  just  before  the  shareholders 
were  to  approve  the  Weisfelds' 
offer. 

Suddenly,  they  were  trumped 
by  Pepkor,  the  largest  retailer  in 
South  Africa,  which  promised  an 
initial  investment  more  than  three 
times  that  of  the  Weisfelds  - and 
an  eventual  offer  of  £56.2m  for  a 
63%  stake  in  the  company. 

To  the  shock  and  dismay  of  the 
Weisfelds,  the  Brown  and  Jackson 
board  quickly  switched  allegiances 
and  supported  the  Pepkor  offer. 

But  the  Weisfelds  are  not  going 
down  without  a fight.  They  have 


been  battling  to  convince  the 
board  to  honor  whai  they  consider 
was  a commitment  to  their  origi- 
. nal  offer. 

The  British  business  press 
seems  amused  by  the  struggle. 

“The  sight  of  two  wealthy  inves- 
tors scrapping  over  the  right  to 
rescue  one  of  the  lamest  ducks  in 
the  retailing  world  is  enough  to 
make  any  investor  throw  his  ideas 
about  fundamental  value  out  of 
the  window,”  wrote  the  7 ones  of 
London. 

The  Weisfelds  argued  that  their 
expertise  in  discount  marketing 
was  just  as  valuable  as  the  money 
that  Pepkor  would  bring  in. 

“We  were  the  only  ones  bidding 
on  this  company  when  it  was  in 
real  trouble,”  Gerald  said. 

“We  have  always  felt  that  it's 


not  just  money  at  stake.  " 


THE  COUPLE  - he  is  54  and  she 
is  55  - became  a team  relatively 
late  in  life.  Gerald  grew  up  in  Lon- 
don’s East  End,  left  school  early, 
and  worked  in  die  family  retailing 
business  since  he  was  15. 

He  married,  fathered  three  chil- 
dren, divorced  and  eventually 
moved  to  make  his  home  in  Scot- 
land. He  met  Vera  when  she  took 
a job  in  the  shop.  She  had  also 
worked  her  entire  adult  life  in  re- 
tail and  was  divorced  with  two 
children  after  being  married  for  1 1 
years. 

For  a full  six  years  of  working 
together,  there  was  no  romance 
between  them.  Then  suddenly,  it 
bloomed. 

The  two  dearly  complement 


each  other. 

■'Mr.  Weisfeld  is  the  property 
man.”  Vera  said.  “He  finds  the 
right  property  at  the  right  price. 
And  he  is  a top-class  buyer:  he 
was  raised  in  the  business  and 
knows  about  merchandise.” 

Gerald  chimed  in:  “Mrs.  Weis- 
fcld  opens  the  stores,  trains  the 
staff:  essentially  what  she  does  is 
really  create  an  internal  school  for 
retailing.” 

The  couple,  who  began  life 
modestly,  clearly  enjoy  their  cur- 
rent lifestyle. 

The  public  doesn't  exactly  need 
to  shed  tears  for  them  if  their  bid  is 
ultimately  rejected.  Vera  said. 

“They  can  say.  ‘Those  poor 
Weisfelds.  now  they  are  going  to 
be  stuck  in  that  house  in  the  south 
of  France,’  ” she  laughed. 


ONE  of  the  world’s  largest 
investment  funds  says  it  is 
having  considerable

cent in  1992  and  1993. 

Now  it  has  sponsored  its  own 
professor  to  help  it  develop  a sys- 
tem of  second-guessing  market 
moves. 

“We  are1  seeing  a complete 
change  in  the  paradigms  of  invest- 
ment science,”  Robeco's  invest- 
ment strategist  Jacob  van  Duijn 
told  a recent  news  conference. 


Dutch  fund  bullish  on  psychological  investment 


• “We  are  moving  more  and  more 
away  from  the  idea  of  die  investor 
as  a ‘homo  economicus'  who 
makes  only  rational  decisions  to- 
wards the  view  that  psychology 
plays  an  important  role  in  the  be- 
havior of  investors.” 

He  was  introducing  Werner  de 
Bondt,  Belgian  professor  of  in- 
vestment management  at  the  Uni- 
versity of  Wisconsin-Madison. 
whom  Robeco  is  sponsoring  for  a 
four-month  guest  professorship  at 
Rotterdam's  Erasmus  University. 

De  Bondt  claims  that  positions 
taken  in  line  with  his  criteria  out- 
perform the  market  by  an  average 
8 percent  annually  over  five  years. 

“People  make  predictable  mis- 
takes and  that  can  be  exploited,” 
said  De  Bondt.  “They  think  good 
companies  are  good  investments 
and  bad  companies  are  bad  invest-

ments.  That  leads  to  an  overreao- 
tion.  These  strategies  try  to  ex- 
ploit overreactions." 

Robeco  has  introduced  five  or 
six  country-based  portfolios  which 
it  calls  “mean-reverting,”  “serial 
correlation"  or  “ovenreaction” 
products,  worth  about  100  million 
guilders  ($54  million)  of  its  total 
20  billion  ($11  billion)  equity 
portfolio. 

These  contain  a mix  of  stocks 


perceived  to  be  “star  performers” 
or  “clear  losers"  - Robeco  buys 
the  losers  and  sells  the  winners. 

Robeco  is  trying  to  make  a prof- 
itable system  from  the  idea  that, 
like  the  majority  of  car-drivere, 
most  of  those  making  a living  on 
financial  markets  believe  they  are 
above  average  - but  in  fact  they 
just  follow  the  herd. 

Investors,  both  private  individ- 
uals and  jobbing  traders,  tend  to 


make  naive  forecasts  which  are 
rooted  in  the  present  situation, 
and  are  susceptible  to  fads,  De 
Bondt  says. 

For  instance,  most  people  go  for 
“glamor  stocks"  or  traditional 
“defensive"  plays  even  though 
current  price-value  criteria  may 
not  support  this,  he  said. 

He  quotes  a comment  by 
Keynes:  “Worldly  wisdom  teaches 
that  it  is  better  for  reputation  to 
fail  conventionally  than  to  succeed 
unconventionally.” 

“No  fund  manager  ever  got 
fired  for  adding  IBM  to  the  port- 
folio,” he  said.  “It  was  the  consen- 
sus choice  - but  they  lost  a lot  of 
money." 

De  Bondt  claims  his  system 
works  for  a cross- seen  on  of  stocks 
over  periods  of  at  least  12  months. 
Even  if  one  of  the  losers  in  the 


portfolio  goes  bankrupt,  it  does 
not. tarnish  overall  performance. 

Van  Duijn  said  the  psychologi- 
cal products  are  hard  to  sell  to 
fund  managers  with  prudent  per- 
formance targets  and  do  not  yet 
suit  the  average  private  client. 

“It’s  a niche  product,”  said  Van 
Duijn.  “You  have  to  have  custom- 
ers who  understand  - they  must 
accept  that  they  mustn't  think 
about  the  components  and  cer- 
tainly shouldn’t  try  and  hedge 
their  exposure.”' 

Van  Duijn  said  the  portfolios  - 
in  which  Dutch  and  overseas  insti- 
tutional investors  tend  to  risk  a 
(for  them)  modest  10  million  to 
30m.  guilders  ($5 .4m.  to  $16.  lm.) 
a shot  - went  long  on  Hoogovens 
at  2Q  guilders  ($10.78)  last  year. 
The  shares  now  trade  at  about  70

Administration  to  market  them. 

Many  shoppers,  aware  of  histo- 
ry in  the  making,  brought  along 
their  cameras  and  photographed 
the  plump  red  tomatoes  and  the 
beaming  owners  of  the  grocery 
store  - one  of  only  two  places  in 
America  you  can  obtain  the  toma- 
toes. (The  other  was  the  Carrot 
Top  market  in  the  Chicago  suburb 
of  Northbrook.  III.) 

“These  are  wonderful.”  said 
Waters,  in  town  visiting  relatives. 
“They  are  not  at  all  like  the  taste- 
less. horrible,  hard  things  we  get 
in  Massachusetts.” 

If  Calgene  is  right  about  the  to- 
matoes. grown  from  its  gene- 
spliced  “Flaw  Savr"  seeds.  Wa- 
ters and  Johnson  needn't  worry 
whether  they  will  still  taste  good 
after  being  shipped  across  coun- 
try. Calgene  isolated  the  gene  that 
initiates  the  tomato's  rotting  pro- 
cess, doned  the  gene  and  reinsert- 
ed it.  in  reverse,  to  neutralize,  or 
slow  down,  the  rotting  process. 

The  tomatoes  can  be  kept  an 
the  vine  longer,  developing  the 
sweetness  that  most  commercially 
grown  tomatoes  lack  because  they 
are  picked  green  and  ripened  arti- 
ficially. It  took  the  company  more 
than  $25  million  dollars  to  develop 
the  tomato,  and  five  years  to  get 
FDA  approval  to  market  it. 

At  the  S^c  Market  they  go  for 
$1.99  a pound.  Regular  vine-rip- 
ened tomatoes  cost  $1.19. 

Calgene  officials  said  they  want- 
ed to  introduce  the  tomato  in  just' 
such  a place  as  the  State  Market, 
where  family  members  have  been 
running  the  store  in  this  town  that 
is  home  to  the  University  of  Cali- 
fornia, Davis,  for  more  than  50 
years.

.These  two  are  evidence  enough 
that  lire  Beersheba  Chess  Club  is 
producing  another  remarkable 
crop  of  young  chess  players,  but  I 
was  also  impressed  by  several  oth- 
ers, notably  Alek  Vydeslaver.

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ONE  of  the  .most  famous 
American  players  and 
writers  is_ Marty  Bergen.. 
His  . unique  contributions  to  the 
game  have  been  ini  the  area  of 
bidding.  He  likes  to  bid  a lot,  and 
he  advocates  aggressive  bidding 
on  many  bands  that  do  not  have 
much  in  highcard  strength  but  do 
have  good  distribution. 

“No  one  likes  to  bid  and  pre- 
empt more  than  I do,""  Bergen 
writes.  “However,  there  are  times 
when  a strategic  pass  is  the  best 
possible  actipn..  The  key,  of 
course,  is  the  ability  to  distinguish 
passing  times  from  bidding  times. 

‘‘Why  would  you  pass  if  you 
-held  a good  hand?  One  indisput- 
able reason  is  that  all  your  alterna- 
tives are  out  of  the  question.  Sup- 
pose your  opponent  opens  one 
spade  and  you  bold  a balanced  14- 
point  hand  with  four  small  spades 
and  .two  hearts. 

“If  you  ca!n  come  up  with  a rea- 
sonable bid,  I would  love  to  hear 
about  it..  You  can’t  double  (inade- 
quate hearts),  you  can’t  overcall 
one  notnimp  (not  enough  points 

tts  well  as  no  spade  stopper)  and 
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you  can’t  overcall  (no  long  suit). 
Therefore,  yon  pass.  The.  second 
and  more  common  of  the  justifi- 
able reasonrfor  passing  is  that  you 
are  setting  s trap  for  yourt  oppo- 
nents, hoping  for  blood.  Whenev- 
er ai  player  passes  a good  hand 
because  of  his  trump  stack,  we 
; refer  to  this  as  a trap  pass.  Having 
seLdie  trap  with  a discreet  pass, 
how;  do  we  finish  off  our  victim? 
Somctunes  we  will  later  double  for 
penalties.'  - 

- “This  is  definitely  logical:  if  we 
ted  ^ranted  to  make  a takeout  or 
iregatiye  /doubte,  wouldn't  we 
have_done  it*l  our  first  turn?  Far 
more  often  you.  will  spring  your 
trap  bypassing  for  penalties,  when 
your  beloved  partner  reopens  with 
a balancing  takeout  double.’1 
; This- week's  deal,  played  in  a 
duplicate  game  in  Kiryat  Motzldn, 
and ' reported  to  me  by  David 
Oren,  -describes  a similar  first- 
round  trap  pass.  Oreo  was  the  in- 
nocent {tammy.  North  in  tbe  dia- 
gram. Tbe  deal  also  demonstrates 
the  importance  of  pulling  trumps, 
a basic,  concept  for  beginning 
bridge  players. 

Tbe  twist  on  this  deal,  however, 
is  that  here  the  defense  must  do 
tile  pulling.  East  opened  one 
spade  in  third  position  and  South, 
Eitan  Kroyman,  also  of  Kiryat 
Motzkin,  had  an  immediate  prob- 
lem. His  best  suit  was  spades,  but 
East  had  bid  the  suit  before  him. 
So  he  made  a “trap  pass.” 

As  Bergen  described,  here  was 
ahaiid  with  no  good  bid. Tbe  dou- 
ble "of  "one  spade  would  have  been 
takeout  of  spades,  showing  sup- 
port for. the  other  three  suits. 

. The  only  alternative  is  one  no- 
trump,  but  that  shows  16  to  19 
points  and  a more  balanced  hand. 
So  Kroyman  took  the  trap-pass 
route.  West  passed  and  North  re- 
opened the  bidding  with  a balanc- 
ing takeout  double.  When  East 


passed.  South  had  the  opportunity 
to  convert  the  double  to  penalties 
by  passing  as  well. 

South  made  a most  unusual  bid 
over  one  spade  doubled:  three 
hearts!  He  thought  a game  was 
possible  and  that  if  North  held 
four  hearts,  the  game  might  be  in 
a4~3" heart  fit:  (Perhaps  a jump  td 
three  notnunp  would  have  been 
more  judicious.)  Three  hearts  was 
the  final  bid,  and  with  the  oppos- 
ing trumps  dividing  7-0,  it  wasn't 
the  most  promising  of  contracts. 

West  led  a dub:  Dedarer  won 
the  trick  in  tend,  cashed  the  other 
dub  and  led  a spade.  West  dis- 
carded a diamond  (a  mistake  -it’s 
better  to  pitch  a dub)  and  East 
won  and  returned  a dub. 

Declarer  won  the  trick  in  the 
North,  hand,  throwing  a diamond 
from  the  South  hand.  Next  he 
cashed  the  ace  of  diamonds  and 
ruffed  a diamond  with  the  10  of 
hearts.  West  was  now  down  to  his 
seven  trumps. 

Dedarer  led  a spade  and  West 
was  unable  to  prevent  dedarer 
from,  scoring  two  trump  tricks  in 
dummy.  Suppose  be  niffs  in  with 
tbe  eight?  Dedarer  overruffc  with 
the  queen,  raffs  a diamond  with 
tbe  king  of  hearts,  and  leads  an- 
other spade.  West  now  ruffs  in 
with  tbe  nine  and  leads  a small 
trump. 

But  South  wins  his  ace  and  leads 
still  another  spade,  scoring  the 
seven  of  hearts  in  dummy  en  pas- 
sant. In  all,  dedarer  scores  four 
minor-suit  tricks,  three  trumps  in 
band  and  two  in  •dummy,  for  a 
total  of  nine  - making  his  unlikely 
contract. 

Declarer’s  timing  was  slightly 
off  at  the  beginning.  He  should 
win  the  first  dub  lead,  cash  a sec- 
ond dub,  4nd  play  a diamond  to 
dummy.  Next  be  should  discard  a 
diamond  on  tbe  king  of  dubs,  raff 
a diamond  with  tbe  10  of  hearts 
and  then  lead  a spade.  Now  he  can 
make  nine  tricks  unless  West  sees 
the  killing  defense:  Pull  trumps. 
West  must  raff  his  partner's  spade 
trick  and  lead  a trump. 


Earth’s  wondrous  product:  Rocks 


WE  live  in  a rocky  world.. 

So  important  are  rocks 
that  our  language  is  rich 
in  descriptive  terms:  rocks,  boul- 
ders, stones,  pebbles,  flints  and  so 
on.  .-  • 

Rocks  dime  in  many  forms. 
Some  are  so  friable  that  they  can 
be  broken' with  bare  hands;  like 
shale;  some  are  easy  to  carve,  such 
as  sandstone;  "others  fike  granite 
resist  almost  every  assault  except 
the  force  of- glancing -blows  that 
produce  chips  of  flint.  Lava-based 
stones  may  be  porous  and  used  as 
pumice  stones  or  may  be  coarse 
and  almost  Impregnable. 

But  whatever  their  eventual 
form,  rocks  are  the  end  result  of 
sedimentation  that  took  place  ei- 
ther on  the  surface  or  deep  within 
the  earth,  many  Trillions,  of  years 
ago. 

In  some  rock  formations  there 
are . fossfl  remains  that  .tell  us 
something  about  the  earth  *nd  its 
inhabitants  at  the  time  they  were 
formed.  For. instance,  we  know 
that  the  Jerusalem  area  was  once 
inhabited  by  dinosamrs  because  in 
Beit  Zayit  there  is  a stone  where  a 
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dinosaur  trod  in.  a soft  patch  of 
mud  that  eventually  became  a 
boulder. 

Just  as  rocks  were  once  panicu- 
late matter  before  they  hardened 
into  stone,  so  are  they  now  slowly 
on  their  way  - to  be  particulate 
again.  Extremes  of  beat  and  cold 
crack  and  break  them,  wind  and 
water  erode  them  and  gradually, 
over  eons,  they  again  become  that 
priceless  commodity,  soil. 

But  this  soil  is  not  useful  for 
plants  at  this  stage.  It  takes  an 
admixture  of  decayed  organic 
matter  to  enrich  it  so  that  plants 
can  grow  in  it 

. Until  this  happens  the  soil  is  like 
one  of  its  forms,  beach  sand,  pro- 
duced by  the  action  of  water  on 
stone  that  creates  tiny  grains  of 
basically  inert  matter. 

Some  stones  were  thrown  up 
from  deep  in  the  earth,  such  as 
the  massive  lava  stones,  the  black 
basalt  so  typical  of  the  Golan 


Heights  and  much  of  Galilee. 

Other  stones  are  what  remains 
of  the  silt  at  the  bottom  of  long- 
. forgotten  lakes  and  rivers,  streams 
and  lagoons.  Much  of  the  nature 
of  stones  depends  on  the  tempera- 
ture at  which  they  were  created 
and  on  the  amount  of  pressure 
they  were  subjected  to. 

Some  stones  also  became  gem- 
stones, because  of  specific  sedi- 
ments in  tbe  original  mix,  the  tem- 
perature at  which  they  were 
“cooked”  and  the  amount  of  pres- 
sure in  their  ambience. 

These  same  pressures  also  pro- 
duced fossil  fuels  from  the  masses 
of  buried  organic  material.  But 
these  reserves  are  not  unlimited: 
We  bum  in  a day  the  product  of 
centuries  of  natural  activity, 

. A five-year-old  once  assured 
' me  that  stones  are  alive  and  grow- 
ing. Every  time  I turn  the  earth  in 
the  garden  I have  a feeling  he.  was 
right.  But  then  I remember  that  a 
stone  is  just  something  on  its  way 
to  becoming  earth,  and  even  my 
■ activity  in  bringing  it  up  and  ex- 
posing it  on  the  surface  affects  its 
eventual  destiny. 
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Unglazed  day  pots,  available  in  every  nursery,  are  made  locally  and  provide  a healthy  home  for  most  plants. 

A pot  for  any  purpose 
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CLAY  and  plastic  pots  arc  so 
basic  to  gardening  and  so 
readily  available  that  they 
are  often  taken  for  granted. 

Of  course,  a plant  con  grow  in 
almost  any  container,  but  varia- 
tions in  size  and  materials  can 
affect  its  health  and  growth. 

It  is  not  important  to  buy  new 
pots  for  every  plant,  since  oldfoncs 
are  just  as  good  if  they  are  proper- 
ly stored  and  prepared  for  new 
{Wanting. 

Tbe  unglazed  clay  pots  that  are 
so  readily  available  in  every  nurs- 
ery are  made  locally  and  provide  a 
healthy  home  for  the  roots  of  most 
plants. 

In  addition,  they  have  a warm 
color  and  texture  which  add  to  tbe 
natural  look  of  your  garden.  Their 
thicker  walls  also  protea  roots 
from  sudden  changes  in 
temperature. 

The  porosity  of  the  clay  allows 
moisture  and  air  to  penetrate  the 
pot’s  sides,  where  they  can  reach 
the  fine  roots  that  grow  there. 

The  clay  allows  evaporation  of 
excess  water,  which  means  they 
are  ideal  for  plants  that  need  good 
drainage  and  drier  soil  (for  exam- 
ple, cacti  and  succulents). 

•day  pots  are  a -good  choice  for 
people 'who  tend  to  overwater. 
When  buying  one,  tap  it  on  the 
side.  If  it  doesn't  make  a clear 
ringing  sound,  the  pot  probably 
has  a crack  (maybe  a very  tiny 
one):  Choose  another.

POTS  CAN  be  reused  indefinite- 
ly, but  make  sure  they  are  clean 
before  repotting.  Soak  or  scrub 
them  very  well  in  a solution  (one 
to  nine  parts)  of  household  bleach 
and  then  wash  them  in  dish 
detergent. 

Remove  the  mineral  deposits 
from  the  inside  with  a stiff  brush  or 
a knife.  This  way  you  will  prevent 
the  spread  of  fungus  or  insect  eggs 
from  another  plant.  Then  add  new 
hotting  soil. 

' A layer  of  white  mineral  salts 
often  forms  on  the  outside  of  clay 
pots.  It  will  not  hurt  the  plants,  but 
if  you  find  it  unsightly,  just  scrub  it 
off  with  a stiff  brush. 

For  starting  new  seedlings  clay 
pots  are  not  the  best,  because  the 
potting  mixture  needs  to  be  kept 
moist  at  all  times. 

Using  the  small  plastic  pots  that 
come  from  the  nurseries  will  help 
keep  in  the  moisture.  I save  these 


from  year  to  year  and  reuse  them 
many  times  until  they  crack. 

Do  be  careful,  however,  to 
keep  them  out  of  direct  sunlight. 
The  black  plastic  can  an  almost 
like  a solar  coUcaor  and  heat  the 
soil  to  temperatures  that  damage 
fine  new  root  hairs. 

Plastic  or  glazed  ceramic  pots 
are  the  best  for  plants  like  ferns, 
violets  and  tropical  plains  which 
love  moisture. 

Be  sure  that  all  pots  have  a good 
drainage  bole.  The  only  plants  that 
do  not  require  them  are  those  that 
grow  in  water,  like  papyrus  or  wa- 
ter lilies.  These  plants  grow  best 
when  their  roots  are  completely 
submerged. 

When  looking  for  the  right  size 
pot  for  a particular  plant,  use  one 
that  will  allow  room  for  the  roots 
to  grow,  but  small  enough  so  they 
can  absorb  all  the  moisture  be- 
tween watering. 


If  the  pot  is  too  big,  the  soil  may 
stay  soggy  and  cause  root  rot  and 
fungal  diseases.  Conventional  wis- 
dom indicates  choosing  a pot  that 
is  two  or  three  centimeters  wider 
than  the  widest  part  of  the  root 
system.  Repot  only  when  the  roots 
begin  to  grow  out  of  the  pot. 

THIS  IS  the  time  when  we  most 
enjoy  cutting  the  flowers  in  our 
gardens.  If  you  take  care  to  cut 
and  prepare  roses  properly  before 
arranging  them,  they  will  last  long- 
er in  a vase. 

Cut  (do  not  tear)  the  flowers 
early  in  the  morning  when  they  are 
still  dewy  and  cool  from  the  night. 
Take  a glass  of  water  with  you  into 
the  garden,  as  well  as  a sharp  knife 
or  a pair  of  scissors.  Don't  let  the 
end  of  the  stem  dry  out. 

As  soon  as  you  get  the  flowers 
into  the  house,  burn  the  end  of  the 
stem  and  put  it  into  cold  water  in 
the  vase. 

Change  the  water  every  day  and 
keep  tbe  vase  out  of  direct  sun- 
light. Roses  will  last  days  longer 
this  way.

The  Satmar  Rebbe’s  followers 
have  prepared  a fleet  of  cars  and 
100,000  cans  of  Pepsi  for  his  visit 
next  week,  Herb  Keinon  reports 


WHEN  Satmar  Rebbe 
Moshe  Teitelbaum  ar- 
rives here  on  Tuesday 
for  h»s  first  visit  in  II  years,  tens 
of  thousands  of  hassidim  will  be 
rolling  out  a red-carpet  welcome. 
Well,  almost. 

“A  red  carpet  is  a gnyish  cus- 
tom," says  Yehuda  Meshi-Zehav, 
an  Eda  Haredit  activist  responsi- 
ble for  the  logistics  of  the  two- 
week  trip.  “We’ll  have  everything 
but  the  red  carpet." 

Even  without  the  red  carpet, 
'‘this  will  be  the  biggest  welcome 
in  Jerusalem  since  King  David 
moved  his  capital  here  from  He- 
bron,” Meshi-Zehav  says.  “The 
last  time  the  Satmar  Rebbe  was 
here,  there  were  100,000  people  in 
Shabbat  Square,  Mea  She'arim.  to 
greet  him.  This  time  there  will  be 
more.  You  tell  me  the  last  time 
someone  here  received  that  big  a 
welcome.” 

Walls  in  the  haredi  sections  of 
the  capital  were  plastered  this 
week  with  black-on-white  posters 
trumpeting  the  arrival  of  Teitel- 
baum, known  for  his  fervently 
anti-Zionist,  anti-state  ideology. 
The  wall  posters  call  this  a “royal 
voyage”  and  urge  the  faithful  to 
come  out  en  masse  to  greet  “your 
king.” 

’.  Indeed,  as  president  of  the  Eda 
Haredit  - a loose  formation  of  all 
those  haredim  who  neither  vote  in 
Knesset  elections  nor  take  money 
from  the  state  - Teitelbaum  is  the 
“king"  of  the  anti-Zionist  line.  He 
is  the  spiritual  leader  for  those 
haredim  who  see  the  establish- 
ment of  the  state  as  an  act  of  her- 


esy, a historical  aberration  that  is 
delaying  God’s  redemption  of  the 
Jewish  people. 

According  to  Dr.  Yitzhak  AJ- 
fasi,  a researcher  on  hassidism  and 
author  of  an  encyclopedia  on  the 
subject,  the  influence  and  strength 
of  the  Eda  Haredit  has  grown  sub- 
stantially since  Teitelbaum’s  last 
visit  in  1983.  The  Satmar  Hassi- 
dim. along  with  the  Toldot 
Aharon  and  Yerushalmi  Hassi- 
dim. make  up  the  majority  of  the 
Eda.  With  tens  of  thousands  of 
followers,  Satmar  - according  to 
Alfasi  - is  today  the  third  largest 
hassidic  dynasty. 

It  is  also  among  the  wealthiest. 
When  Teitelbaum  came  here  in 
1983  he  brought  S3  million  to  dis- 
tribute to  various  institutions  and 
individuals.  This  time,  Meshi-Ze- 
hav says,  he  will  be  bringing  about 
$5  million. 

The  14-day  trip,  with  all  its 
"royal*’  trappings,  is  costing 
$500,000-  The  tab  is  being  picked 
up  by  one  New  York  Satmar  Has- 
sid who.  for  his  money,  will  get 
the  honor  of  chauffeuring  the  reb- 
be’s limousine  from  Ben-Gurion 
Airport  to  Jerusalem. 

The  half-million  dollar  price  tag 
includes  five  chartered  Tower  Air 
planes  {El  A!  was  not  considered 
as  a possible  carrier  because  it  is 
the  national  airline),  three  limou- 
sines, a fleet  of  120  rental  cars.  220 
beepers,  310  walkie-talkies.  120 
cellular  phones  and  100.000  cans 
of  Pepsi.
